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‘Hidden agenda’ will cut p u pil numbers 


FEARS have been raised that 
hundreds of grammar school 
places across Kent could be lost. 

Education experts have warned that 
parents are being “denied freedom of 
choice” because of the Government’s 
schools rebuilding programme. 

Writing for Kent on Sunday, education 
expert Peter Read said Kent County 
Council was cutting places from already 
oversubscribed grammar schools in 
Gravesham and Thanet. 

He said a “serious reduction” in the 
number of pupils who will be able to gain 
entry to selective schools was down to the 
Building Schools for the Future (BSF) 
programme. 

“A [KCC] cabinet member has stated 
that all Kent children who have passed 
the 11-plus are entitled to a grammar 
school place,” Mr Read said. 

“Simultaneously, a buildings programme 
has been agreed that takes away that enti¬ 
tlement. Parents have the right to be very 
angry indeed - what is happening in 
Gravesham and Thanet may well also be 
planned for other parts of the county.” 

There are 33 grammar schools in Kent 
and six in Medway. Gravesend Grammar, 
which is heavily oversubscribed, is to 
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reduce its intake from 150 to 140 in 2011. 
In Ramsgate, Chatham House Grammar 
will reduce the number of places on offer in 
2010 from 120 to 90. 

Mr Read said that in both cases the 
reduction was so the schools could fit into 
new premises commissioned under the 
BSF programme. 

Nick Seaton, chairman of the Campaign 
for Real Education, which lobbies for 
greater parental choice and better stan¬ 
dards, said: “There is no doubt the BSF 
programme has a hidden agenda to reduce 
the number of youngsters allowed places 
in grammar schools. 

“It is basically denying parents freedom 
of choice and different types of schools. We 
hear from parents that it is a big worry. 
They like to have the option.” 

Cllr Mark Dance, KCC’s cabinet member 
for education, has spoken previously about 
the need for more grammar places and in 
particular a new grammar school in the 
west of the county. 

Mr Seaton said demand for grammar 


schools was growing. Figures released 
under freedom of information laws show 
that in 2007, 1,232 children from outside 
Kent sat the 11-plus and this figure rose to 
1,810 this year, he said. 

Mr Seaton said: “The trouble is that it is 
easier for bureaucrats if they do not have 
to administer an 11-plus test. Reducing 
the variability and choice available to par¬ 
ents makes life easier for them. There is a 
conflict of interest. 

“We do not think Kent would have 
agreed to a lot of the things linked to the 
BSF programme if it truly had the inter¬ 
ests of the grammar schools at heart. The 
whole thing seems designed to reduce 
parental choice.” 

However, not everyone is against a 
reduction in grammar places. Martin Frey, 
of the Stop the Eleven Plus campaign, wel¬ 
comed any move to make Kent’s school 
system fairer. 

“The selective system is responsible for 
the large number of schools doing badly in 
Kent and requiring emergency bail-outs in 
the form of becoming academies and other 
special grants,” he said. “Too many are in 
danger of closure for not meeting the 
Government’s 30 per cent GCSE guide¬ 
lines. Any restriction or contraction of

Pupils the innocent victims 
of plans to rebuild schools

BUILDING Schools for the 
Future, the massive building 
project to rebuild all secondary 
schools in the country has a seri¬ 
ous downside, creating problems 
for children in parts of Kent by 
taking places out of schools that 
are already full. 

The county council is removing places from 
the two Gravesend grammar schools, arguing 
it needs more grammar school places in the 
west of the county, and is also cutting num¬ 
bers at Chatham House. 

At the oversubscribed Chatham House 
Grammar School in Ramsgate, the intake is 
being reduced from 120 boys to 90 for 
September 2010 entiy, in order to fit in the new 
buildings commissioned under BSF. That’s 
more than 200 places removed from a popular 
school described as ‘Outstanding’ by Ofsted. 

Those deprived of places will include the 
traditional intake from Heme Bay, who will 
become disenfranchised as the other neigh¬ 
bouring grammar schools in Faversham and 
Canterbury are already oversubscribed. 

The rebuild of Heme Bay High School, 
already too small to cater for all children in 
the town, will offer just 12 additional places in 
each year. 

Gravesend Grammar School, again heavily 
oversubscribed and turning boys away from 
local villages, reduces its intake from 150 boys 
to 140 for 2011 entry. 

The school has stated: “The governors see 
no evidence at all of demand for places 
decreasing. The school will be subject to a 100 
per cent rebuild, currently scheduled to start 
in 2010. This is being built on previous 
predictions that anticipate the school having 
958 students (current capacity is 1,040). Our 
current numbers will leave us with a serious 
accommodation shortfall.”

grammar places is to be welcomed by all 
parents.” 

But Mr Seaton said: “People want places 
in grammar schools, but they are being 
denied by their local authorities. I think a 
lot of impetus is from the Department for 
Education because ministers do not like 
grammars. Local authorities do not like 
them much generally, although they say 
they do. It is easier if there is one type of 
school and to push everyone into the near¬ 
est school, but that is not helpful for stan¬ 
dards, competition and choice.” 

KCC director of resources Grahame 
Ward said: “The Kent BSF programme is 
worth £1.8 billion. It will provide state-of-

Not surprising with nearly 100 places being 
taken out of the school. 

Under current Government legislation, 
grammar school places once removed cannot 
be replaced and the Conservative Party has 
indicated it is not minded to change this if 
elected to power at Westminster. 

Three years ago, every Gravesham sec¬ 
ondary school volunteered to reduce its 
intake, although most were already turning 
children away. They are now being rebuilt to 
the new capacity. 

Oversubscribed 

Oversubscribed Thamesview School has 
reduced its intake from 210 to 150 children, 
denying access to children from villages for 
which it is the local school. 

Northfleet School for Girls, oversubscribed 
and popular with the local Sikh community 
for its single-sex provision, reduced its intake 
from 200 to 175, heavily oversubscribed CofE 
St George’s School down from 210 to 180, with 
similar reductions in the other schools. 

It is reported that KCC officers are now try¬ 
ing to persuade Gravesham schools to admit 
additional children who have no school to go 
to, although eveiy local school is full.

In Gravesham, the plans have been drawn 
up using 2005 population forecasts that have 
seriously underestimated pupil numbers, a 
miscalculation known for some time. 

Indeed, at Gravesend Grammar the size of 
the new school is such that it is not even able 
to accommodate the new reduced intake, even 
if all the traditional intake at sixth form level 
from local non-selective schools is barred. 

I have disputed the figures with KCC but 
was told it would be resolved through the 
local consortium, with grammar school boys 
sent to local non-selective schools for some of 
their sixth form courses. 

I don’t know what grammar school parents 
and students will think of that. 

How can the planners have got things so 
wrong? How can the county council argue for 
more grammar school places across west 
Kent while simultaneously cutting them?

Medway schools set to merge or close 


EDUCATION chiefs have 
unveiled proposals to merge 16 
Medway primary schools and 
close a further three. 

Medway council bosses plan to 
amalgamate seven infant and 
junior schools across the towns 
while St Nicholas and All Faiths 


School, both Strood, also face 
being combined. 

The three schools facing clo¬ 
sure are Ridge Meadow Primary 
School and St John’s Infants, 
both Chatham, and St Peter’s 
Infants, Rochester. These schools 
could shut as early as next year. 


The sweeping changes - 
unveiled as part of The Medway 
Primary Strategy for Change - 
have been blamed on a falling 
birth rate which has had a 
knock-on effect on school rolls 
and their numbers. 

Some schools have had up to 


25 per cent of their places empty. 

Medway Council’s children’s 
services boss Les Wicks said: 
“Medway’s Primary Capital 
Programme gives us the opportu¬ 
nity to make every primary school 
suitable to provide a first-class 
education.”

A REPORT that accused Kent County 
Council of “negligently’ investing taxpay¬ 
ers’ money into Icelandic banks is to be 
rewritten.

to fend off swine flu 


Health experts’ advice as fears of pandemic spread

HAND washing with soap and 
water is among the vital steps 
people must take to protect them¬ 
selves from swine flu. 

The influenza, which originated in Mexico, 
has spread across the world and in the UK 
hundreds of people are being tested for the 
contagious virus. 

Dr Sandro Limentani, assistant director of 
public health at NHS Eastern and Coastal 
Kent, said: “Hand washing is part of a range 
of measures to try to reduce the spread of 
infection and it is good hygiene practice for 
all types of infection.” 

Confirmed cases of infections of swine flu 
across the UK have been increasing 
throughout the week. 

The Health Protection Agency (HPA) has 
advised people to stay at home if they have 
the symptoms of the flu and maintain good 
basic hygiene, for example washing hands 
frequently with soap and water to reduce 
the spread of the virus from your hands to 
face, or to other people.

People have been urged to cover their nose 
and mouth when coughing or sneezing and 
use a tissue, which must be disposed of 
quickly and carefully, the HPA said. 

Public health experts have advised people 
experiencing symptoms to stay at home and 
call NHS Direct for advice. 

Dr Limentani said: “In relation to the flu, 
it is droplet spread by sneezing and 
through the air from person to person 
rather than by touch.” 

KOS Media has been running a campaign 
in partnership with the NHS in Kent to pro¬ 
mote hand washing and basic hygiene in the 
wake of the superbug scandal in west Kent. 

Dr Limentani said the promotion of the

hand-hygiene message meant people in 
Kent had a raised awareness about its 
importance. 

“I think the campaign has helped a lot, not 
only in the newspaper but also in the hospi¬ 
tals where people would have seen the 
notices and understand about hygiene.” 

Symptoms of swine flu are similar to those 
of regular human seasonal influenza and 
include fever, fatigue, a lack of appetite, 
coughing and a sore throat, the HPA said. 

People with swine flu have also reported 
vomiting and diarrhoea. 

Across the country the NHS has been 
preparing for a potential outbreak of swine 
flu if it reaches pandemic level. 

The Department of Health has expanded 
anti-viral stocks from 35 million to 50 mil¬ 
lion, ordered extra face masks and posted 
an information leaflet through the door of 
every home. 

Asked if frontline NHS staff had already 
been given anti-viral drugs, Dr Yvonne 
Doyle, regional director of public health for 
NHS South East Coast, told Kent on 
Sunday on Friday: “We have not yet 
reached a pandemic and we are still only 
at the World Health Organisation (WHO) 
level five [out of a possible six]. 

“If an outbreak emerges a decision will 
be taken for frontline staff based on the 
nature and severity of the virus. 

“This will be taken in partnership and 


Here comes the sun 


SUNSEEKERS are expected to flock to 
Kent’s beaches in the coming months after 
the Met Office predicted a hot and dry 
summer. 

Temperatures across the UK are likely to 
be warmer than average, and rainfall near 
or below average, from the beginning of 
June until the end of August. 

The long-range forecast will be welcomed 
by businesses in seaside towns such as 
Margate, Ramsgate and Whitstable that 
have suffered as a result of two successive 
wet summers. 

Ewen McCallum, chief meteorologist at 
the Met Office, said things were looking 
promising. 

He said: “After two wet summers, the signs 
are more promising this year. We can expect 
times when temperatures will be above 30C, 
something we hardly saw at all last year.” 

August last year was seen as the dullest 
on record as there were only 105.5 hours of 
sunshine compared to an average for the 
month of 165. 

It was also the fifth wettest since records 
began, with 139.8mm of rain falling. 

Despite the positive outlook, the Met 
Office warned there was still a risk of heavy 
downpours this summer due to the heat.

Government services director Rob Varley 
added: “Our long-range forecasts are prov¬ 
ing useful to a range of people, such as emer¬ 
gency planners and the water industry, in 
order to help them plan ahead. 

“They are not forecasts that can be used 
to plan a summer holiday or inform an 
outdoor event.” 


based on the expert advice from the HPA.” 

As KoS went to press, the HPA said there 
were now 10 confirmed cases of swine flu in 
the UK. There were more than 600 cases 
under laboratory investigation. 

The nearest confirmed cases to Kent have 
been in the capital, with one including a 22- 
year-old from south London. Reports have 
said the first case of someone from Britain to 
have contracted swine flu without having 
gone to Mexico has been confirmed. 

The healthcare worker had come into con¬ 
tact with the country’s first swine flu victims 
who had returned from a honeymoon in 
Cancun. 

In Mexico, 248 deaths have been blamed 
on the virus but no-one in Europe has died. 

A spokeswoman for the Kent Health 
Protection Unit said it was concerning if the 
virus was spreading from human to human, 
but the development was to be expected as 
the flu spreads. 

Experts from around the world are contin¬ 
uing research and tests to discover more 
about the virus.

Murder charge on 
bus crash death 


A CHATHAM man will appear before 
Maidstone Crown Court later this month 
charged with murder. 

Christopher Michael Eggleton from Dale 
Street, Chatham, is accused of killing 
Rochester resident Martin Barlow, 30, on 
Friday, April 3. 

Eggleton appeared before Medway 
Magistrates Court on Friday and was 
released on bail. 

A number of conditions were imposed on the 
45-year-old, who has been forbidden from 
entering Medway - banning him from return¬ 
ing home - and driving a vehicle. 

He will appear at Maidstone Crown Court on 
Friday, May 15. 

Mr Barlow died after being struck by an 
Arriva bus outside his home in Catherine 
Street. 

Neighbours have called on Arriva to re-route 
their buses away from the residential road.

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Rebel Bob: Why I back Gurkhas

The Medway MP, pictured 
right, was one of 27 Labour 
MPs who sided with the Lib 
Dems and Tories during 
Wednesday’s historic 

Commons vote, leading to 
the Government’s first defeat 
in an opposition day debate 
since 1997. 

While the Gurkhas’ victory will not auto¬ 
matically change the controversial immigra¬ 
tion policy announced last week, the Home 
Office may now find it impossible to resist 
demands for a radical rethink. 

Mr Marshall-Andrews said: “There were 
three reasons for why I voted against the 
Government. First, I agree very strongly 
with the opinion that the Gurkhas are a spe¬ 
cial case, undeniably so. 

“The connection with the British Army is so 
close that it seems manifestly wrong to deny 
the rights they want. 

“Second, the Government’s argument 


against the Gurkhas is totally flawed and in 
many ways contradictory. Finally, there is the 
association the Gurkhas have with the 
Medway towns, with many still living here. 
We have a close relationship with the 
Gurkhas here, so the vote had a special 
meaning to me.” 

Mr Marshall-Andrews has rebelled against 
the Government many times since 2001 - 
voting against his own party 20 times during 
2005 alone. Last week the Home Office 
announced a new policy it said would allow 
another 10,000 of the Nepalese former sol¬ 
diers and their families to settle in the UK. 

However, the Gurkha Justice Campaign 
said the complex criteria attached to the deci¬ 
sion meant that in reality only a few hundred 
would be eligible. 

The Government had been forced to come 
up with a new policy after the High Court 
decided last year the previous system of 
allowing only those soldiers who had been 
discharged after 1997 to remain in the coun¬ 
try was unlawful. 

Shomcliffe Barracks in Folkestone is home 
to the 2nd Battalion the Royal Gurkha 
Rifles, while nearly half the soldiers of the 
Maidstone-based 36 Engineers Regiment are 
Queen’s Gurkha Engineers. 

Mr Marshall-Andrews was the only MP in 
Kent to vote against his party, despite fellow 
Labour member Gwyn Prosser (Dover and 
Deal) sitting on the all-party parliamentary 
group on Gurkha rights. 

But Mr Prosser has defended his decision 
amid criticism from Kent Conservatives 


and the Gurkha Justice Campaign. 

He said: “About half an hour before the vote 
was taken the Home Secretary gave us a 
written assurance that no Gurkhas present¬ 
ly in the country would be deported. That 
was my particular concern. 

“Equally important was that it was said 
ministers would bring forward their promise 
to review the conditions of settlement to 
within a few months rather than 12 months. 

“I can understand people being bewildered, 
but if an MP enters into negotiations on a 
policy it would be wrong to secure important 
improvements and then walk into the lobby 
with the Tories and Lib Dems.” 


Meanwhile, Kent’s Conservative parlia¬ 
mentary candidates jointly condemned the 
county’s Labour MPs for what they call the 
“betrayal” of the Gurkhas. They said in a 
statement: “The Gurkhas have proudly 
served this country during numerous con¬ 
flicts. They have frequently risked their lives 
and, on occasion, given their lives for our 
country yet have been betrayed. 

“If you are prepared to die for this country 
then you should have the right to live in this 
country.”

Rifleman returns from the firing line

A GURKHA soldier is back in Kent after a 
stint training police officers in Afghanistan, 
writes Chris Murphy. 

Rifleman Rupesh Limbu was stationed in 
one of the world’s most dangerous places, but 
is now safely back at the Sir John Moore 
Barracks, Shomcliffe, Folkestone. 

The loyal soldier has completed a six-month 
tour of duty working with the Afghan police. 

The rifleman - along with soldiers from A 
(Amboor) Company, 2nd Battalion, Royal 
Gurkha Rifles - has been training the Afghan 
National Police (ANP) as part of a British 
Army police mentoring team based in 
Lashkar Gah, the provincial capital of 
Helmand Province. 

The 23-year-old was on his first operational 
tour, called Operation Herrick, since leaving 


his birth home in Dharan, eastern Nepal, 
having been one of 250 Gurkhas recruited 
from an annual application of about 30,000. 

He said: “We’ve been patrolling with the 
ANP on a daily basis. We conduct lessons to 
improve their policing techniques. 

“We’re teaching them how to patrol effec¬ 
tively, weapons-handling and marksmanship, 
fire and movement tactics, first aid and sec¬ 
tion level command and control. 

“I’m proud to serve in Afghanistan. Some of 
the ANP soldiers speak Urdu, which is simi¬ 
lar to Nepali, so I can understand them. 

“Parts of the culture of Pashtu, which is the 
ethnic majority in Helmand Province, are also 
similar to our customs - especially in the way 
they cook curry. I think coming from a similar 
Asian background helps build friendships. 


The ANP are always offering us chai, which is 
a tea, and nibbles.” 

His commanding officer, Major Chris 
Boryer, said: “Rifleman Rupesh developed a 
good rapport with the ANP. 

“He’s a great radio operator and a steady 
pair of hands at the wheel. 

“We’ve been the first company to solely 
focus on police mentoring. 

“Working in 16-man teams of four military 
policemen and 12 Gurkhas, we’ve made a sig¬ 
nificant impact on developing the ANP. 

“We’ve been operating in highly isolated 
areas and stood side by side with them in reg¬ 
ular contacts with the enemy. 

“Gurkhas are very good at this mentoring 
role as they have a natural understanding of 
Asian tribal culture.”

Howletts at Bekesboume, near Canterbury, wel¬ 
comed little Nkoumou into the world on April 8, 
bringing the number of gorillas at the park to 51. It 
was offspring number three for dad Djanghou, him¬ 
self bom at Howletts in 1993, and the first for new 


mum Boma. A delighted Loma Wanless, head of the 
gorilla section at Howletts, said: “We are fortunate to 
be able to care for so many western lowland gorillas. 
Mum and baby are showing real signs of bonding.” 

And just last weekend, Howletts’ sister park Port 
Lympne, near Hythe, saw the arrival of another baby 
gorilla, bom to Mumba. The baby was her third and 
another with father Djala. Head of the gorilla section 
at Port Lympne is Phil Ridges. He said: “We knew 
Mumba was pregnant but the gestation period 


seemed to go on longer than anticipated. Mumba had 
a successful labour and both mother and baby are 
doing very well.” 

There are fewer than 100,000 western lowland 
gorillas in the world and they will be extinct by 2020 
if their numbers continue to decline at the present 
rate. 

Howletts and Port Lympne play a crucial role in 
the breeding of captive gorillas, with the parks keep¬ 
ing 77 between them.

AWARD-winning comedian Mark 
Thomas has called for the public 
to be allowed to vote on whether 
MPs’ expenses claims are accept¬ 
able, writes Steve Knight. 

The political comic, best known for his 
Channel 4 show The Mark Thomas Product, 
was given the idea during the Canterbury 
leg of his 44-date It’s the Stupid Economy 
stand-up tour.

She was also criticised for 
claiming a second home allowance for a 
house permanently occupied by her family. 

Speaking to Kent on Sunday ahead of a 
further performance in Tunbridge Wells 


next month, Thomas said it was important 
MPs were held to account by the voters. 

He said: “I don’t care whether someone 
watches pom or not. However, I do care 
when somebody is having a state-subsidised 
pom film. The audience was very much in 
agreement on this subject. 

“The feeling was that during times of hard¬ 
ship, when banks are being bailed out with 
our money, why have MPs got this scam for 
expenses and second homes and all of this? 

“They shouldn’t be allowed to get away 
with it and we need to get control of them. 
That’s what a democracy is. We should be get¬ 
ting them to do what we want them to do.” 

The idea put forward by his Canterbury 
audience was for a breakdown of MPs’ 
expenses to be published in local newspa¬ 
pers whenever they are released, with read¬ 
ers then asked to vote on whether or not 
they think the claims are acceptable.

rough time but they still play a vital role.

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Village shops 
ram-raider is 
behind bars 

A RAM-RAIDER who targeted cash machines 
at three village shops in one night has been 
jailed for six years. 

Nelson Hilden, of East 
Farleigh, near Maidstone, 
was arrested in December 
after his DNA was found 
on the smashed wind¬ 
screen of a stolen four- 
wheel-drive vehicle. 

The 4x4 was one of two 
that had been used by 
Hilden and others in ram- 
raids in Lyminge, Wye and 
Lenham, between 1.18am 
and 2.26am on December 
12, 2008. Police found the vehicle abandoned 
after a high-speed chase from the scene of the 
third raid, during which one of the stolen cars 
crashed into a patrol car, injuring an officer. 

At Maidstone Crown Court on Wednesday, 
Hilden, 49, was sentenced to two-and-a-half 
years for attempting to steal a cash point at a 
store in Lyminge; six years for a second failed 
attempt at the Co-op in Wye; and six years for 
a third attempt at a convenience store in 
Lenham, all to run concurrently. 

Hilden and his gang caused more than 
£100,000 of damage by ramming into shop 
fronts and crashing into parked cars. 

Det Insp Tom Richards, of Kent Police, said: 
“This gang put lives at risk by targeting busi¬ 
nesses at the heart of the community, leaving 
disruption and damage in their wake.”

A CLAUSE that permitted Kent 
County Council’s chief executive 
to sell almost £12,000 of untaken 
holiday back to the taxpayer is 
not available to lower-paid 
employees, it has been claimed. 

While the sum paid to Peter Gilroy for 
2007-08 was for untaken holiday allowed to 
build up over several years, the contracts for 
other workers say that only a maximum of 
10 days’ untaken leave can be sold per year. 

And while for most of KCC’s 44,000 staff 
up to 10 days’ holiday can be carried over to 
the next year, it cannot be accrued year-on- 
year - as Mr Gilroy has done. 

Kent opposition Labour leader Cllr Mike 
Eddy said: “I’m surprised by that. One would 
have thought that this particular rule would 
apply to everybody, whether it is the chief 
executive or lower-paid workers who are on 
the Kent Scheme. 

“I have never been asked to approve such 
expenditure or been consulted on those 
details. People will be surprised to find Mr 
Gilroy can sell off his leave entitlement and 
pick up more than some KCC workers earn 
in an entire year in the process.” 

Mr Gilroy’s total earnings, which rose from 
£222,199 in 2005-06 to £250,081 in 2007-08, 
were discussed at a County Hall scrutiny 
committee meeting on Wednesday. 

The issue of his untaken holidays was first 
raised by Labour’s Cllr Clive Hart, who said 
afterwards that he was amazed by the fig¬ 
ures being discussed. 

“This may be permitted but it doesn’t look 
good at all, especially in today’s financial cli¬ 
mate,” he said. “Leading officers are on

salaries that most can 
only dream of. Then 
when they have so 
much holiday time they 
can’t fit it all in, they 
can apparently take 
cash instead. As a coun¬ 
cillor for one of Kent’s 
poorest areas [Margate 
and Cliftonville], I find 
this whole matter 
shocking.” 

A KCC official said: 
“This is a non-story. Peter 
Gilroy is an outstanding public servant who 
spent 28 years in social care before becoming 
chief executive. He is now covering two roles 
within KCC. As acting director of children’s 
services as well as chief executive, Peter is 
conducting a review into child protection in 
Kent alongside his other duties. 

“He is being paid no additional salary for 
this. Peter is never off duty and rarely able to 
take his full leave entitlement. 

“The remuneration of the chief executive is 
determined by elected politicians of all three 
parties. More and more demands are being 
made on council services at this time. 


“Mr Gilroy will continue to focus on what 
matters and we will not comment further on 
this personal attack on the chief executive.” 

Meanwhile, KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter 
hinted at Wednesday’s meeting that the pay 
of other chief officers could start to come 
down in the near future. The current basic 
pay range is between £135,000 and £171,600, 
excluding performance-related bonuses. 

Cllr Carter said: “Obviously we have to 
recruit in a competitive market for good- 
quality staff and officers. That market will 
move and I suspect the general trend of sen¬ 
ior officers’ pay will plateau and even come 
down. When the world is in a pickle, the pub¬ 
lic sector should respond accordingly. 

‘We’ve halved the number of senior officers 
in the last 12 years, yet we’re doing more 
than ever despite being leaner.” 

On performance-related pay, which for 
2007-08 was between £15,548 and £25,110 
for chief officers, Cllr Carter said KCC 
should “not be ashamed to reward workers 
for a job well done” considering the council 
had performed strongly in recent years.

A CONSUMER watchdog is 
warning motorists not to blow 
all their bank holiday spend¬ 
ing money on Kent’s motor¬ 
way service station snacks. 

Which? Car researchers went to 51 
stations on Britain’s motorways, 
including ones in Kent, to find out if 
they offered value for money. 

They bought the popular snacks of 
still water, Red Bull, jelly babies, large 
chicken salad sandwich and McCoys 
or Walkers crisps from Sainsbury’s for 
£5.48. 

But the consumer watchdog said 
that prices soared for the bundle of 
goods at service stations on Kent’s 
motorways (see table). 

The ones in the county checked are 
the Roadchef, Maidstone, and Stop 24, 
Folkestone, on the M20, plus Moto on 
the M2 near Gillingham, and 
Roadchef, Clacket Lane, on the M25. 

The magazine found bottles of water 
on sale at four times the price they’d 
cost in a local supermarket and diesel 
at 13p a litre more than at a non¬ 
motorway fuel station. 


Six fuel station shops charged more 
than £10 for the five items. 

The most expensive was Moto 
Reading on the M4, charging £10.31, 
while Cairn Lodge at Happendon on 
the M74 was the cheapest at £7.49. 

That is still a lot higher than the 
supermarket, said the magazine. 

The supermarket price for a 500ml 
bottle of Buxton or Evian water was 
43p, but one M6 station was charging 
an astonishing £1.89. 

Richard Headland, Editor of Which? 
Car, said: “By all means stop at a 
motorway service station to use the 
toilets or have a break from driving, 
but remember they don’t always offer 
value for money. 

“If you’re trying to save this sum¬ 
mer, buy food and drinks from a 
supermarket in advance and fill up 
your car from your cheapest local fuel 
station before you leave home.” 


Some toilets were praised for clean¬ 
liness in the Which? report. 

A spokesman for Moto said: 
“Government restrictions do not allow 
motorway service areas to be super¬ 
markets and therefore we cannot 
charge supermarket prices. 

“The survey fails to compare like- 
for-like brands and products and gives 
misleading and unfair comparisons.” 

A spokesman for Roadchef said: 
“With a full English breakfast at 
£4.99 and freshly cooked fish and 
chips at £5.99, a full £1 cheaper than 
Which? Magazine’s own comparator 
restaurant Harvester, Roadchef offers 
good value to the travelling public. 

“At the first of our newly converted 
motorway service areas at Strensham 
South we now have McDonald’s trad¬ 
ing at high street prices.” 

No-one from Stop 24 was available 
for comment. 


Cancer survivor 
to get on-board 
with sailing star 


A 12-YEAR-OLD hero who 
has beaten cancer is in for the 
thrill of a lifetime when he 
takes to the high seas with 
sailing star Ellen MacArthur. 

Joseph Cunningham, from 
Dartford, is among the lucky 
ones selected to sail the first 
leg of a trip around the UK to 
raise awareness for the Ellen 
MacArthur Trust.

MILLIONAIRE Euro-sceptic 
Stuart Wheeler has criticised the 
Conservative Party’s plans for a 
referendum on the controversial 
Lisbon Treaty. 

Leader David Cameron announced this 
week that if the Tories gained power before 
the agreement became law, he would seek 
to reverse the approval made by the 
Government last year. 

But Mr Wheeler, who lives at Chilham 
Castle, near Canterbury, told Kent on 
Sunday he felt the British public had a 
right to have their voices heard regardless 
of whether the treaty had come into force 
by then or not. 

In 2000 the spread-betting tycoon made 
the largest ever donation to any political 
party when he handed over £5 million to 
the Tories. But earlier this year he was 
expelled from the Conservatives after giv¬ 
ing £100,000 to the UK Independence 
Party (Ukip) and promising to vote for 
them in the upcoming European elections. 

One of his reasons for doing so was 
because the Tories would not promise to 
hold a referendum. Mr Wheeler said: “It’s 
probably more likely than not that the 
Lisbon Treaty will already be law by the 
time of the next general election. 

“As soon as all the member states have 
ratified it, it will become law veiy soon after. 

“I’m certainly glad Mr Cameron has gone 
some way to show his support for a referen¬ 
dum, but it doesn’t really go far enough yet.” 

The Lisbon Treaty, which seeks to give 
the European Union more power over its 
member states, is seen as a replacement for 
the discarded EU Constitution. 

Labour said it would hold a referendum 
on the constitution, but that one was not 
needed for the treaty because it did not 
have constitutional implications. 

The Conservatives argue the two are so 


similar that the promises should still apply. 

Mr Wheeler said: “One of the reasons I 
am voting for Ukip is to send the message 
that people really do care about this. 

“If Ukip gets a big vote in the European 
elections then hopefully that will persuade 
all the parties to make a commitment to 
hold a referendum. 

“I think if the Conservatives gain power 
and hold a referendum after the treaty 
becomes law, it would still give Mr Cameron 
a tremendously strong hand to renegotiate 
the UK’s relationship with the EU.” 

Ukip leader Nigel Farage, who lives in 
Bromley and represents the South East in 
the European Parliament, also criticised 
the Tories’ stance on the subject. 

Referendum 

He told the BBC: “David Cameron prom¬ 
ised that if the constitution was not in force 
at the time of the general election, a 
Conservative government would hold a ref¬ 
erendum on it, urge a no vote, and reverse 
Britain’s ratification if successful. 

“That is a change of position. That is chop¬ 
ping and changing.” 

Meanwhile, Mr Wheeler has also blasted 
former Tory leader William Hague for 
using “weasel words” when talking about 
the Lisbon Treaty and whether or not the 
pro-euro shadow business secretary 
Kenneth Clarke would vote against it if 
there is a referendum. 

Speaking at a meeting of the Euro-sceptic 
Bruges Group this week, Mr Wheeler said: 
‘William Hague says that he expects Mr 
Clarke will vote against it. What kind of 
language is that? Why doesn’t he know how 
he will vote? 

“Did he and David Cameron not ask him 
that simple question before they appointed 
him to the shadow cabinet? 

“Mr Hague also indicated that the 
Conservatives were likely to ‘attempt’ to 
scrap the treaty, ‘possibly’ by calling a retro¬ 
spective referendum. 

“Heavens above. What the voters want is 
categorical commitments, not a cowardly 
selection of weasel words.”

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Chemical spill 
turns river pink 

AN investigation has started after a section 
of the Great Stour river turned pink. 

The chemical spill was spotted near to 
the Cobbs Wood Industrial Estate in 
Ashford this week. 

Firefighters raised the alarm, and offi¬ 
cials from Canterbury-based Environment 
Management Team arrived on the scene. 

They spotted that an unknown amount of 
a chemical, used to bind foundry sand, had 
leaked into the site’s drainage system. 

This takes excess water from the surface 
and using pipes, deposits it into the river. 

Environment Management Team said 
the most visible element of the incident 
was a pink and white discoloration as the 
chemical mixed with the river’s water. 

Alan Cansdale, North Kent Area 
Environment Manager said: “Environment 
Officers are monitoring the local water 
environment and acting to reduce the 
effects of this chemical spill by closely 
working with our professional partners. 

‘We had visited the site in 2007 to discuss 
pollution prevention measures as part of an 
organised campaign to raise awareness of 
the detrimental impacts the drainage was 
having on the river. 

“It would appear that actions taken by 
the company, as a result of advice from 
Environment Officers, meant far less of 
this material entered the Great Stour than 
would otherwise have been the case. 

“It goes to show that having an up-to-date 
emergency spill and site drainage plan is 
an effective and responsible way to manage 
your site. All downstream abstractors have 
been informed and surveys of the affected 
stretch of river will take place to assess any 
ecological impact.”

Pets feel 
pinch of 
recession

INCREASING numbers of pet 
owners are abandoning their ani¬ 
mals because of the recession. 

The Royal Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals said there had been a 40 
per cent increase in the number of animals left 
to fend for themselves across the South East. 

Kelli Ellison, an RSPCA inspector in east 
Kent, said: “We have a lot of abandoned ani¬ 
mals and it has increased, the highest propor¬ 
tion of which can be put down to the recession. 
People are struggling and cannot afford vet 
bills. A lot of people are now trying to rehome 
their animals.” 

In 2008, 2,275 
animals were 
abandoned com¬ 
pared to 1,602 in 
the previous year 
in the South 
East, the animal 
charity said.

had soared by 57 per cent, which equates to a 
shocking 30 animals abandoned every day. 

The number of calls from people who want to 
give up their pets is up by 52 per cent national¬ 
ly, which Miss Ellison said was also true in Kent. 

She said that types of animals being found 
by the charity were mainly cats and dogs but 
in her part of the county, which covers rural 
areas around Ashford and Folkestone, she had 
discovered horses and even pigs. 

Miss Ellison said it was important people 
realise that those found guilty of causing 
unnecessary suffering to an animal could face 
a six-month prison sentence and £20,000 fine. 

She said the cruelty animals are subjected to 
by their owners never stops shocking her. 

In an appalling example of mistreatment, 
three German shepherd dogs were found dead 
at a beauty spot at Wouldham near Rochester. 

The adult dog had a broken leg, a broken 
back and cuts all over its body. Two puppies 
were found nearby with similar injuries. 


Miss Ellison said last year she had discov¬ 
ered two cats in a basket dumped in a car park 
by a bin. They had collars but no identification. 

“It was a decent cat box and they had a blan¬ 
ket so they had obviously been looked after. 
Why would anyone do that?” she said. 

“You can go into an RSPCA centre, but go as 
soon as possible. People leave it to a point 
when it is suddenly happening and they just 
leave the animal. 

“There has been an increase in the number 
trying to get into animal homes. Because of 
waiting times of a few weeks we are advising 
people to do it sooner rather than later.” 

She urged people to be responsible pet own¬ 
ers and research the cost of any pet they were 
considering before buying it. 

There are basics to consider, like vaccina¬ 
tions, flea and worming treatment, neutering, 
microchips, food, bedding, toys and insurance 
so that if anything does go wrong they are cov¬ 
ered. For estimates contact a local vet. 

RSPCA chief officer Tim Wass added: “If peo¬ 
ple have pets they cannot care for, for any rea¬ 
son, then help and advice is always available 
from the RSPCA.”

Spooked Jacko pulls 
out of mansion deal

POP superstar Michael Jackson 
has reportedly changed his mind 
about staying at a Kent mansion 
during a marathon series of 50 
gigs - because he’s not keen on 
sharing it with the ghosts from 
nearby Chislehurst Caves. 

There were strong rumours the king of 
pop was going to be staying at Foxbury 
Manor, in Kemnal Road, Chislehurst. 

The huge mansion is now understood to 
be in private hands and used as a residen¬ 
tial home. 

The 50-year-old singer is said to be wor¬ 
ried about the spooks’ effect on his chil¬ 
dren. That, plus a worry over security, 
according to sources talking to a national 
newspaper. 

It is claimed Jacko was about to put down 
a £1 million deposit for his eight-month 
stay. 

Now he is looking at the possibility of 
staying at a similar-sized home in 
Sevenoaks, just 15 miles away, and using a 
helicopter to reach the 02 Arena in 
Greenwich. 

This home is said to be fully secure with 
a network of cameras and guards to ensure 


his family’s safety. And there are no reports 
of things going bump in the night there. 

Online property experts Zoopla said 
Foxbury Manor is worth about £8.6 mil¬ 
lion. It dates from 1875, when Henry 
Frederick Tiark, part-owner of Schroders 
Bank, snapped up 100 acres and built the 
Elizabethan-style mansion, which covers 
about 22,000 sq ft. 

The main bedroom alone was said to 
have been 1,800 sq ft. 

The mansion now boasts 28 bedrooms, 
an underground cinema and electric gates. 

By the 1920s, new lakes were formed 
and a chapel created in an attic. 

In 1939 the family sold the house to the 
Church Missionary Society, and in 1976 it 
was acquired by the Woolwich Building 
Society as a management training centre. 

The company spent £750,000 restoring it 
in 1994. 

The Woolwich left Foxbury in 1998 and 
developer Richard Upton and his company 
Cathedral wanted to turn Foxbury into a 
pair of semis - albeit possibly Britain’s 
grandest. 

A spokesman for the company said: “It 
was sold as a single builder to become a 
private home. We can’t say any more about 
it. We have not heard of any problems with 
ghosts.” 

On its website, the company states: 
“Foxbury Manor was sold as a private 
dwelling in 2005.”

Bethell denies assault on girls

explicit pictures of young girls but denied inde¬ 
cently assaulting them. 

A jury was told Bethell, 66, of Kimberley 
Grove, Whitstable, had pleaded guilty on eight 
counts of taking child pom photographs and 
downloading material from the internet. 

He denied indecently assaulting two girls 
under 13 and taking an explicit picture of an 
unknown girl. 

Tanya Robinson, prosecuting at Canterbury 
Crown Court, said Bethell used his local fame 
as a former BBC Radio Kent and Invicta DJ to 
lure young girls to his recording studio. 


He promised 11-year-old Miss A, who cannot 
be named for legal reasons, a career in show¬ 
biz and modelling. She said Bethell used 
singing exercises as an excuse to touch the 
girls intimately and then persuaded them to 
take their clothes off for pictures. 

The shots were found on his computer when 
police raided Bethell’s house after the 11-year- 
old complained to an adult. Miss A and her 
friend Miss B went to Bethell’s house after 
offering to do odd jobs for him. Miss Robinson 
said Bethell wouldn’t answer direct questions 
from detectives but wrote a statement saying 
how ashamed he was. The case continues.

RECREATIONAL sea anglers 
have taken their fight against pro¬ 
posed new fishing quotas to the 
European Commission. 

Kent’s boat charter firms, tackle shops and 
other related businesses face financial ruin if 
they are forced to abide by the same strict lim¬ 
its due to be imposed on commercial fisher¬ 
men throughout the Continent. 

Earlier this month the industry won support 
from both the UK Government and members of 
the European Parliament in its fight for exemp¬ 
tion from the ruling - but it is the European 
Commission that will have the final say. 

On Tuesday, officials from the Angling Trust 
met with fisheries commissioner Joe Borg in 
Brussels to discuss the damage the quotas 
could cause. 

Marine committee chairman Stuart 
McPherson said afterwards: “We achieved our 
main aim in making sure he was aware of the 
importance sea angling has to the UK econo¬ 
my and that excessive regulation, or the impo¬ 
sition of quotas, would have an impact on com-

munities. We also made clear the view, backed 
up by various surveys, that recreational sea 
angling has far more economic importance in 
the UK than commercial fishing.”

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angling is, and whether individual fishermen 
would be grouped in the same category as boats. 

Trust campaigner Leon Roskilly, from 
Rainham, said there was “still quite a lot to 
worry about”. 

He added: “The main concern is the thing 
about cod because we don’t really know 
what Mr Borg’s definition of a significant 
amount is. Is it 10kg or 1kg? It’s still up in 
the air and leaves the charter boats and pri¬ 
vate owners who catch cod vulnerable. 

“The recreational sea angling industry is 
hugely important to Kent. 

“We are in the South East and there is a 
big concentration of the population here, 
many of whom like to go fishing and come 
down from London to do it on the Kent 
coast. Quite a lot of money comes into the 
county as a result, and if these regulations 
go ahead without alteration they could 
have a big impact on a lot of people and 
businesses.” 

Resistance 

Article 47 of the Common Fisheries Policy 
would have required recreational and 
sporting fishermen to register their boats, 
with whatever they caught counted against 
the national fisheries quota. 

Each country would also be required to 
decide what share of its quota to allocate to 
each species of fish. 

The plans were introduced as a way of 
clamping down on those on the Continent 
who use large nets to gather fish, which 
they use to feed their families. 

Angling Trust chief executive Mark Lloyd 
said of the meeting with Mr Borg: “It was a 
positive discussion in which we were able to 
impress on the commissioner the fact recre¬ 
ational sea anglers have a negligible effect 
on fish stocks and that any attempt to 
impose bag limits would be met with resist¬ 
ance by recreational sea anglers in the UK.” 

Mr Lloyd added that Mr Borg asked the 
trust to provide input into a definition of 
recreational sea angling and offered contin¬ 
ued dialogue on other outstanding issues. 

A final decision on the matter is due to be 
made in June.

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Busking dad sings his 
way into national spot

A SONG about Big Ben and the 
London Olympics has propelled a 
middle-aged civil servant into the 
area finals of a national music 
competition. 

More than 10,000 hopeful singers and song¬ 
writers applied to be part of this year’s Live 
and Unsigned, which encourages originality 
and individuality in acts. 

Wayne Jacobs, 47, who lives in Erith near 
Dartford, is one of the lucky ones and is now 
only one good performance away from the 
national finals. 

“It started as a bit of a hobby, but I’m on the 
verge of getting to the next stage,” he said, 
sounding quite bemused by his own success. 

“About four years ago I started playing cov¬ 
ers, but tried writing and found I could do it. 

“There are all sorts of bands in the compe¬ 
tition, a lot of young and very, very talented 
people are left. At the audition stage they are 
really picky who they chose to interview.” 

If the father-of-two makes it through the 
area finals on May 12 in Essex to the grand 
finals, which will be broadcast on ITV Local, 
he stands to win a recording and manage¬ 
ment contract with Future Music worth 
£20,000 to release a single.

Former Sex Pistols manager Malcolm 
Mclaren and Dane Bowers, part of R&B quar¬ 
tet Another Level in the late 90s, are among 
the judges Mr Jacobs will have to impress. 

Chris Grayson, events director of Live and 
Unsigned, said: “This year’s standard has 
been higher than ever, we have seen some 
really serious acts demonstrating a real 
wealth of talent, experience and determina¬ 


tion to crack the industry. The competition is 
coming alive now and it is a real opportunity 
for the remaining acts to break through.” 

Mr Jacobs has the support of his soldier 
son, Jamie, 22, a Royal Engineer based at 
Chatham, and daughter Gemma, 23, a civil 
servant. 

He said his wife, Joanna, a carer for her 90- 
year-old father who lives in the family home, 
was also pleased if not a little surprised at his 
success. 

He added: “It is my gift. My family are all 
for me, they come and support me.” 

Mr Jacobs told how the judges at the 
regional finals were impressed by his solo act. 

He dressed up like a busker and stood with 
his guitar to sing a song that imagined Big 
Ben had a heartbeat that could be felt and 
heard around the streets of London. The song 
also featured references to the London 2012 
Olympics. 

The performance earned him a spot on a 
London radio station to sing the song live. 

Mr Jacobs, a trained folk guitarist, said his 
influences ranged from Kings of Leon and 
Green Day to Elvis and Roy Orbison. 

Live and Unsigned judge Bowers, added: 
“This industry is all about motivation and 
determination. If these acts can show they 
have the material, the talent and the push to 
make things happen - that is what we are 
looking for.”

Poor take up of 
free bus pass in 
deprived areas 

A SCHEME to encourage more young peo¬ 
ple to travel by bus is still not reaching 
many people from poorer backgrounds. 

The Kent Freedom Pass project was 
launched in June, 2007, as a pilot project in 
Canterbury, Tonbridge town centre and 
Tunbridge Wells, and has since been rolled 
out to a further five districts. 

The entire county will be covered by June. 

However, children from many areas are 
still not taking up the offer of paying a £50 
one-off sum to join, according to a new report. 

It shows 13,171 passes have been issued 
by Kent County Council, but those from 
affluent households are over-represented 
among holders, while those from less well- 
off backgrounds are under-represented. 

The KCC report is based on a social demo¬ 
graphic tool called Mosaic. It identifies who 
is taking up the pass and from what social 
and economic background they are from. 

Clive Hart is a Labour KCC councillor for 
Margate and Cliftonville - two of the South 
East’s most deprived areas. He is calling for 
parents and guardians in such areas to be 
allowed to pay for the scheme, which offers 
unlimited bus travel, in instalments. 

The Mosaic figures show 62 per cent of 
those who hold the pass are children from 
well-off families while many in categories 
such as “welfare borderline”, “municipal 
dependency” and “blue collar enterprise” 
have not yet signed up. 

A KCC spokesman said: “The KCC cabi¬ 
net member for highways, Keith Ferrin, is 
well aware of the Mosaic report about the 
Kent Freedom Pass and he believes the 
best way for people on lower incomes to 
spread the cost will be through the Credit 
Union we are establishing.”

OUTSPOKEN scholar Dr David 
Starkey has sparked outrage 
again by referring to Ireland, 
Scotland and Wales as “feeble lit¬ 
tle countries”. 

The Kent-based historian, who was 
once labelled “the rudest man in 
Britain” by his detractors, rose to 
mainstream prominence through his 
popular Channel 4 series on Tudor 
monarchs. 

His comments about England’s neigh¬ 
bouring countries were made during last 
week’s episode of the BBC show Question 
Time, when he was asked if he supported 
a public holiday for St George’s Day. 

Dr Starkey, who lives in Barham, near 
Canterbury, told the audience: “If we 
decide to go down this route of having an 
English national day, that means we 
become a feeble little country just like the 
Scots and the Welsh and the Irish. 

“Once upon a time England was a great 
country. Remember, we’re distinguished 
by the fact we don’t have national dress. 

“We don’t make a great fuss about

Shakespeare like the Scots do about that 
deeply boring provincial poet Burns. 

“What the Scots and Welsh are, are 
typical small nations with a romantic 19th 
century-style nationalism.” 

Audience members booed Dr Starkey 
during the tirade, while some television 
viewers called the BBC switchboard fol¬ 
lowing the show to complain. 

The scholar, who also described bagpipe 
music as “awful”, has since refused to apol¬ 
ogise for his comments. 

Dover and Deal Labour MP Gwyn 
Prosser, who was bom and raised in the 
Welsh city of Swansea, said he did not 
appreciate Dr Starkey’s outburst. 

He said: “As a proud Welshman with a 
Scottish wife and an Irish PA, I was none 
too pleased with Starkey’s silly comments. 
But then rudeness has always been his 
stock in trade. 

“His celebrity owes more to his rudeness 
than it does to his feeble view of history, 
and to call him the thinking man’s Simon 
Cowell would be to flatter him.” 

Several Scottish MPs have called for Dr 
Starkey to apologise, including the 
nation’s culture minister Michael Russell. 

However, not everybody was upset by 
the remarks. 

Harry Robertson, a former president of 
the Medway and District Caledonian 
Association, said Dr Starkey was entitled 
to his opinions. 

He added: “I’m an amateur historian 
and usually pay great attention to him, 
but I’m not interested in what he says 
about things outside his field of expertise. 

“His thoughts on subjects such as Robert 
Bums are not supported by most people 
around the world, so they should just be 
ignored. 

“Dr Starkey’s views on history are impor¬ 
tant. His views on bagpipes are not.” 

Dr Starkey earned the title “rudest man 
in Britain” after ridiculing the then- 
Archdeacon of York for his “fatness, smug¬ 
ness and pomposity” for comments made 
about the Prince and Princess of Wales, 
Charles and Diana. 

He also once compared the Queen to 
an “uneducated housewife” who shared 
former Nazi Hermann Goering’s impulse 
to reach for a revolver when he heard the 
word ‘culture’.

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Kentish seaside village celebrates its epic role in the history of powered flight 



Leysdown: 
the cradle 
of aviation 
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A SMALL seaside village in north Kent will be at 
the heart of an international celebration mark¬ 
ing the centenary of flight, writes Steve Knight. 

The first aeroplane factory in the world was built in Leysdown 
on the Isle of Sheppey, and it is there where a series of high-fly¬ 
ing spectacles are taking place this weekend. 

A display by the Battle of Britain Memorial Flight team was 
set to thrill the crowds during yesterday’s festivities, while the 
Spirit of Kent Spitfire is expected to do the same today. 

The celebration 
has been organised 
by the owners of 
Muswell Manor, 
which was originally 
the first clubhouse of 
the Aero Club and 
later the Royal Aero 
Club of Great 
Britain. 

Aviation writer 
and historian Robin 
Brooks said 

Leysdown should 
never be forgotten 
for its contribution to 
the flight industry. 

He said: “When you 
think of the jumbo 
jets that take people 
abroad, and of Concorde and of astronauts going to the Moon, it 
all started here in Leysdown. It’s quite an achievement. 

“It’s surprising how few people know about the village’s links 
with the industry, and most people think more of nearby 
Eastchurch because that was where most planes later flew from. 
But hopefully this celebration will put Leysdown on the map.” 

The landing area in front of Muswell Manor attracted the early 
aviation pioneers of the period, and it was from here that JTC 
Moore-Brabazon became the first Briton to fly a powered aircraft 
on May 2,1909. 

Sharon and Terry Munns, who bought the 16th century Grade- 
II listed building in 1997, have spent years accumulating mem¬ 
orabilia and now run the manor as a guesthouse. Mr Brooks is 

part of a small com¬ 
mittee of aviation 
enthusiasts set up 
by the Munns to 
help mark the cente¬ 
nary of flight. 

He said: “Guests 
can sit at the same 
table the Wright 
brothers sat at when 
they visited 

Leysdown in 1909. 

“There’s a lot of 
history there. A lot of 
planning went into 
this because we feel 
it really is an epic 
event.” 

Meanwhile, the 
Royal Navy also cel¬ 
ebrated the cente¬ 
nary of flight on 
Friday with a formation fly-past over Eastchurch of Harrier GR7 
and GR9 jets as well as Hawk and Falcon aircraft together with 
an historic Sea Vixen. 

Commander Sue Eagles said: “Not only were the first four 
Naval pilots trained at Eastchurch, but the first Naval aircraft 
were also built there. 

“Sheppey was the cradle of aviation in this country and the 
budding Naval aviators found themselves immersed in the 
wealth of pioneering aeronautical technology and endeavour 
being built up there.”

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Court may halt ‘unlawful' hostel 

Property developer under fire over budget accommodation

A TOWN Hall is seeking an 
injunction against a property 
developer for “flagrantly” disre¬ 
garding planning laws and push¬ 
ing ahead with a controversial 
'hostel’. 

Gravesham Borough Council took action 
against HFHA Group after residents raised 
concerns the budget hotel the company was 
planning to open in Gravesend with rooms 
going for £9 a night, would attract “drink 
and drug users”. 

Cllr Mike Snelling, the authority’s leader, 
said: “In the light of such flagrant disregard 
for planning law, the council is taking the 
strongest action possible as it always would 
in such circumstances. 

Alarmed 

“No-one should be under the impression 
that Gravesham Borough Council would fail 
to act to stop such unlawful development.” 

The developer HFHA Group had plan¬ 
ning permission to turn the disused offices 
at Cygnet House in Windmill Street, which 
were home to Gravesham Borough Council, 
into a hotel with 60 en suite rooms. 

But Dan Dennis, South East manager for 
Journeys, an offshoot of HFHA, which runs 
hostels and budget accommodation, admit¬ 
ted the company was now seeking retro¬ 
spective planning permission after chang¬ 
ing the “internal reconfiguration”. 

Residents were alarmed when they dis¬ 
covered the accommodation advertised on 
Journeys’ website as a hostel. 

The wording has now been changed. 

More than 50 people attended a protest 
over the plans last Saturday. 

Eurostar on 
track for a 
green future 

EUROSTAR has announced an environ¬ 
mental report called Tread Lightly, as 
part of the company’s aim to make high¬ 
speed rail greener. 

The company says it has managed to 
lower carbon dioxide emissions by more 
than a quarter and has now raised the 
target to a 35 per cent saving by 2012. 

The company plans to increase its 
environmental performance by such 
measures as recyclable plates and cut¬ 
lery and using a greener electricity tariff 
at its head office and the car park at 
Ashford International Station. 

It says high-speed train journeys gen¬ 
erate one tenth of the carbon dioxide 
emissions used in an equivalent plane 
flight. 

Richard Brown, chief executive, said: 
“There is a clear appetite among con¬ 
sumers to find ways of reducing the car¬ 
bon emissions, and industry should help 
them do this. 

“We expected that much of the reduc¬ 
tion in emissions per journey would 
come in the first two years. 

“We are now investing significant 
resources to achieve the harder-to-win 
savings to be gained over the next three 
years.” 


The borough council started legal action after 
Mr Dennis told the gathering the company 
planned to push ahead with its plans and hoped 
to open the site to guests at the end of May 
He said the accommodation would be market¬ 
ed to construction groups and leisure travel 
groups. 

In a statement HFHA said: “It is our inten¬ 
tion to provide a cost-effective option to this sec¬ 


tor of the public, not to provide accommodation 
for immigrants, the homeless, or those on hous¬ 
ing benefits. 

“The hotel will ensure security by installing 
CCTV and card entry to all rooms. Passports 
will be requested from any international guests. 

“The HFHA group has expressed to council 
its willingness to sign planning documents that 
would further regulate the hotel’s clientele. 


“The HFHA group believes the financial ben¬ 
efit of the development to the area is currently 
being overlooked. 

“The hotel would deliver a valuable injection 
of funds to the local economy on a weekly basis. 

“The company hopes that Gravesham council 
will carefully consider the positive impacts of 
the hotel during the planning application 
process.”

Red newborn 
to get a life on 
the wild side 


RATS with tails is what many 
people say when asked to describe 
a squirrel, but pretty much every¬ 
one changes their tune when it 
comes to the red variety, like this 
sweet little thing. 

It is one of the first red squirrel babies this 
year, and was bom at the Wildwood Trust, a 
visitor attraction near Canterbury. 

The greys far outnumber the rare reds in 
the UK, and Wildwood said it is doing what 
it can to even up the numbers. 

These new babies, Wildwood’s first brood 
this year, are part of a ground-breaking proj¬ 
ect to re-introduce red squirrels to the Island 
of Anglesey and help prevent their national 
extinction. 

Anyone going to the park needs to be there 


early - these cuties like to take a long 
lunchtime nap, longer when it gets sunny. 

Once they grow, they will be moved to the 
Welsh island of Anglesey to live wild and 
free, helping form a buffer population and 
safeguard the species against national 
extinction, said the park’s experts. 

Red squirrels went extinct in Kent in the 
1960s despite many areas once teeming with 
them in the trees. 

Peter Smith, Wildwood Trust’s chief execu¬ 
tive said: “Red squirrels are going to contin¬ 
ue to decline towards extinction unless 
urgent action is taken. 

“But it’s not yet too late. If we can help 
restore areas of woodland to a native state 
and make a concerted effort, we might just be 
able to tip the balance back in the red squir¬ 
rel’s favour.” 


Council pays out big salary to save 


A COUNCIL has been slammed for bidding 
to save money - by employing a £45,000-a- 
year partnership manager. 

Maidstone council wants to employ a 
money-saving gum to help it - and four other 
local authorities - get through the current eco¬ 
nomic woes. But amazingly the job comes with 
benefits and a pay packet of up to £45,000. 

The position would see the lucky candidate 
heading up the Mid Kent Partnership, a 
group of councils including Maidstone, 
Ashford, Swale and Tunbridge Wells, as well 
as Kent County Council. 


The job has been created to try to tackle the 
cmnch effect on local authorities stmggling 
to keep frontline services. 

Dan Lock, who lives in Maidstone and 
earns less than £20,000 a year, said: “It’s good 
that they’re trying to save money, but a bit 
galling for people like me who work really 
hard and still stmggle to make ends meet.” 

But a Maidstone council spokesman said: 
“This is a one-year contract in the first 
instance and the salary reflects the savings 
that the post holder is expected to achieve. 
This job will pay for itself many times over.”

IT MAY not rival Copacabana, 
Phi Phi Island in Thailand, 
Hawaii, or even Margate for that 
matter, but Gravesend is getting 
its beach back. 

In decades past, the sandy strip along the 
edge of the Thames was a lure for Londoners 
looking for some sun, sea and sand, and who 
couldn’t make it to the Seychelles or Maldives. 

So instead they were willing to settle for 


the periodic British sun, a river and shingle. 

The tiny beach was regularly swarming 
with tourists and residents from the town 
who could dream of more exotic locations 
while creating their sandcastle sculptures. 

But now the council is splashing out some 
cash to bring the beach back as part of a 
£2 million scheme to upgrade the promenade 
and canal. 

The shingle beach is to be recreated along 
the historic promenade as well as repairs to 
the sea wall. 

Almost a mile of the Thames and Medway 
Canal east of Mark Lane is also to be 
dredged and a pumping system installed to 
maintain water levels in the canal. 


Other works at the Riverside Leisure Area 
include resurfacing paths and creating a 
new paved area in front of the cafeteria, 
moving the play area in the Gordon Gardens 
to a position next to the cafe and new play 
equipment. 

There will also be extra CCTV and repairs 
to paving around the New Tavern Fort. 

Restoration 

The project has been agreed by the Homes 
and Communities Agency, but the 
Environment Agency and Network Rail will 
also get a say. 

Council leader Cllr Mike Snelling said: 
“The council believes the river is the bor¬ 


ough’s greatest single asset. The restoration 
of the prom and the canal has always been 
on our wish list. 

While much has been achieved, there is 
more we want to do and this project marks 
another step in the process of what we hope 
will be the re-focusing of the town to look 
towards the river once again. 

‘We aspire to providing excellent leisure and 
recreational facilities throughout Gravesham 
and the riverside is the latest to benefit from 
this imaginative and long-term approach.” 

Victorian Londoners flooded to the area 
around Rosherville Gardens for their holi¬ 
days, and then often funded the trip by work¬ 
ing in Kent’s hop fields. 


Osborne outlines Tory 
spending cut promises 


SHADOW Tory Chancellor 
George Osborne said this 
week the Conservatives will 
spend the next year drawing 
up a hitlist of public spend¬ 
ing cuts they will bring in, if 
they get into power. 

Speaking to Kent on 
Sunday in his first interview 
after the Tory spring confer¬ 
ence in Cheltenham last 
weekend, Mr Osborne said 
public spending should be 
curbed before a general elec¬ 
tion rather than after. 

He said: We have a huge 
hole in the Budget created 
by Labour, which has been so 
incompetent. 

“It may well be a 
Conservative government 
that has to deal with the prob¬ 
lem, and the bulk of dealing 
with it has to come from pub¬ 
lic spending restraint rather 
then tax rises.” 

He added: “I don’t think 
Britain should be over-taxed 
to pay for Labour’s over¬ 
spending. 

“That is primarily what 
we are looking at - public 
spending restraint. We 
think you could get going on 
that sooner, from 2010, 
rather than waiting for

He was speaking during a 
visit to Bromley College on 
Monday at the start of a 
series of European election 
campaign whistlestops. 

Mr Osborne, 37, said: We 
should send a message to the 
Government that there is a 
price to pay for their incompe¬ 
tence - people are not happy 
with the performance of 
Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown and the Government.” 

Asked about public spend¬ 
ing cuts, he said: We have 
set out how the principles 
will take - looking at govern¬ 
ment programmes that look 


like luxuries, like ID cards, 
and we will set out more 
examples over the next year. 

We also need to look at the 
whole culture of Whitehall, 
and need to ensure that pub¬ 
lic sector pay properly reflects 
the state of the economy 

“And particularly we need 
to look at the salaries of very 
highly paid people who, for 
example, run quangos.” 

Asked if this means cap¬ 
ping public sector pay, he 
said: “In the next few years, 
whoever is in government, 
there is going to be a lack of 
money, but frontline people 
should get the support they 
need, instead of what I 
think you will get from the 
Labour Government - 
which will be real cuts in 
frontline services. 

“Public sector manage¬ 
ment has to be more effi¬ 
cient. There is too much 
bureaucracy. 

“And the people most frus¬ 
trated by this are not those 
working in private sector 
jobs but those in the public 
sector.”

Ice cream van 
orchestra takes 
some licking 


AN UNUSUAL musical act using 
the distinctive tones of ice cream 
vans is going on the road after a 
sensational debut at a seaside fes¬ 
tival last year. 

The brainwave of artists Chris Yates, from 
Whitstable, and Kelvin Pawsey, from 
Folkestone, it uses six ice cream vans to cre¬ 
ate a mouthwatering symphony. 

They melted hearts at the Whitstable 
Biennale festival and caught the eye of lead¬ 
ing promoters who are now booking the 
colourful vans for their events. 

Dubbed the Fleet Ice Cream Orchestra, it 
was one of the star attractions of the 
Biennale - a major festival of contemporary

art that takes place every two years in the 
town. 

The vans play a specially created six-part 
composition written by Mr Pawsey for the ice 
cream van horn - and they usually hand out 
free ices, too. 

They can perform a 10-minute ensemble 
piece, originally composed and recorded on a 
Pixiephone children’s toy from the 1960s. 

The artists enlisted the help of Honour’s 
Ice Cream, which provided the traditional 
vans and drivers for the concert. 

Initially the performance was planned as a 
one-off, but it proved so successful galleries 



and venues throughout the UK have com¬ 
missioned more performances. 

The latest was last Sunday at a gallery in 
Toynbee Street, London, as the finale of the 
2009 Whitechapel Gallery Street Project. 

Sue Jones, director of the Whitstable 
Biennale, is delighted artwork which was 
initiated in Kent now has a life of its own. 
She said: “I’m thrilled that works commis¬ 
sioned by the Biennale are gaining recogni¬ 
tion.” 

Chris Yates said: “The support of 
Whitstable Biennale means a lot to us. 
Otherwise, this would have remained only 
an idea - and look what has happened since. 

“We’re really excited to be touring the Ice 
Cream Orchestra. Now anything looks possi¬ 
ble. I’d love to take it around the world.” 


The secret of the ice cream orchestra is the 
uniquely tinny sound of the vehicle’s 
Grampian Horn loudspeakers. They are 
pointed at the road to disperse the sound. 

The orchestra was formed following the 
culmination of a long period of research by 
the artists into the ice cream trade. 

Ms Yates attended the annual trade fair 
and was invited to take part as a judge in the 
2008 national ice cream awards. 

She said: “I have always been fascinated by 
the ice cream industry and have discovered 
many wonderful things. For example, did 
you know it takes approximately 50 licks to 
finish off a scoop of ice cream?”

Driver caught with £2.5m 
of ecstasy at port is jailed 


A TRUCKER caught at Dover docks 
with 165kg of ecstasy pills worth 
almost £2.5 million has been jailed 
for 16 years. 

Leong Paul, 56, was stopped at the 
port and a search uncovered the ille¬ 
gal cargo in 11 boxes. 

Canterbury Crown Court was told 
he picked up the Class A drug from a 
service stop near Antwerp, Belgium, 
and headed for Kent in April 2007. 

The jury found him guilty of smug¬ 


gling. Sentencing, Judge Adele 
Williams told Paul, from Newport, he 
had attempted to smuggle a drug 
capable of causing serious harm or 
even death. 

She said: “I am going to treat you as 
a courier tempted by the promise of 
money promised by others.” 

Malcolm Bragg, assistant director 
criminal investigation for Customs, 
said outside the court: “Paul’s only 
consideration was self enrichment by 


flooding the streets with ecstasy 
tablets. It was only through a 
detailed and professional investiga¬ 
tion that claims he was unaware of 
the stash were proved false.” 

In interviews he denied all knowl¬ 
edge of the tablets, saying he had 
driven direct from Germany. 

But traces on mobile phone calls 
and a check on his vehicle’s tacho¬ 
graph proved he was lying and had 
stopped at Antwerp.

“THERE will be no final victory and no 
final defeat” is the historical perspective 
on the economic crisis offered by veteran 
Labour politician Tony Benn. 

The staunch socialist and anti-war campaigner, who 
is now president of the Stop the War Coalition, spoke to 
Kent on Sunday ahead of his appearance at the 
Gulbenkian Theatre in Canterbury yesterday. 

As a long-time grassroots activist he champions pres¬ 
suring the establishment from the bottom up, and he 
promised the evening would be one of discussion and 
questioning. 

“It is a very open thing,” he said. “I say enough to get 
it started on things like unemployment, homelessness, 
war and Europe, in order that everyone can collect their 
thoughts. 

“Then everyone puts their ideas forward. The media 
and political leaders underestimate everyone’s intelli¬ 
gence, but people have very shrewd points to make and 
I find it extremely interesting.” 

Mr Benn joined the Labour Party in 1942. He was a cab¬ 
inet minister during the governments of Harold Wilson 
and James Callaghan from 1964 to 1979, and he retired 
in 2001 as the longest serving Labour MP. At a time of ris¬ 
ing unemployment and growing 
fears over redundancy and the 
level of debt the Government 
has locked the countiy into, he 
spoke about the changes in the 
party in relation to the current 
economic crisis. 

‘When Tony Blair became 
leader in 1994 he said New 
Labour is a new party and it 
was based really on Margaret 
Thatcher’s ideas,” he said. 

“She once said her greatest 
achievement was New Labour. 
This huge economic crisis is a 
result of the policies of both 
Thatcher and Blair - leaving 
everything to the market, that 
businessmen know best - and 
we have found that it was a sort 
of casino. People are now pay¬ 
ing a very high price for that.

“There is unemployment in 
the building industry, yet a lot 
of people need new homes. A 
lot of money is being spent on 
the war, but not enough on 
health and education.

Mr Benn - who in his long 
parliamentary career held the 
positions of minister of technol¬ 
ogy, secretary of state for both 
industry and energy, and post¬ 
master general - said he been

through recessions before. 

He was looking forward to 
some lively debate, with his 
insistence that banks should be 
nationalised and that the top 
rate of tax announced in the 
Budget did not go far enough. 

“The gap between rich and 
poor is wider than it ever 
was,” he said. “This 50 per 
cent rate of tax, in 1945 
Churchill had the top rate of 
tax at 95 per cent because in 
wartime people have to share 
the burden. So I think all the 
fuss is rather hysterical. 

“Most people want the same 
thing - a good, well-paid job, a 
home, healthcare and educa¬ 
tion and not have to go to war. 
I think these arguments are 
beginning to come up and be 
discussed.” 

On the failed banking sys¬ 
tem, he said: “Banks are so 
important that they have to 
be publicly owned. You would 
not get a police force or fire 
department privately owned 
and banks are essential, so we 
cannot leave it to gamblers.” 

Insights 

Asked if the recession was 
perhaps almost a good thing 
for the country in terms of 
bringing change, he said: 
“People always say that and I 
do not believe that if we smile 
through it will come right, but 
I do believe we can change it 
and make it better. It is the 
same battles again and again. 
There will be no final victory 
and no final defeat.” 

Gordon Brown must call a 
general election before May 
next year and everyone is 
keen to gain insights into 
when we are likely to go to the 
polls and if Labour can retain 
power. 

Mr Benn said: “Journalists 
always ask me this and I 
always say your job is to pre¬ 
dict the future, but my job is to 
influence it. I do not want to 
see a change of government, 
but I do want to see a change 
of policy.”

CHARLES Darwin’s village home 
is proving so popular with tourists 
that English Heritage is consider¬ 
ing limiting the number of visitors 
allowed through the front door 

English Heritage, which runs Down House 
near Orpington, said the surge of interest in 
the great naturalist sparked by the bicente¬ 
nary celebrations of his birth meant limits had 
to be considered. 

“It is purely because it is a family home and 
the rooms are straining under the weight of 
interest due to the bicentenary,” said a 
spokesman for the organisation that protects 
and promotes the country’s historic environ¬ 
ment. “Our new exhibition, which reopened in 
February after it was closed for a short while, 
has generated all sorts of regional, national 
and international media coverage and people 
are rushing down to see it. We are looking at 
placing limits on numbers.” 

He said an increase in tourists from America 
and Europe coming to the UK due to the 
weakened pound, and more English people 
taking their summer holiday at home this 
year, meant the situation could get worse. 

“Yes, visitors could continue to increase,” he 
said. “On Easter Monday over 800 people came, 
if that many were visiting your home you can 
imagine the pressure that can put on it.” 

English Heritage spent £lmillion revamp¬ 
ing the house and many rare objects have been 
put on display for the first time. 


The exhibition was opened to mark the 
200th anniversary of Darwin’s birth and the 
150th year since the publication of On the 
Origin of Species, which was written at the 
house in Downe village. 

KOS Media was given a preview of the exhi¬ 
bition at the place where so many important 
discoveries were made and which has been 
nominated as a World Heritage Site. 

Newspapers and broadcasters from around 
the world also came to gain insights into how 
Darwin’s theories of evolution were painstak¬ 
ingly researched and discovered. 

There are notebooks and specimens from his 


voyage on HMS Beagle, and visitors are told 
how he was a great man of letters, writing to 
experts and naturalists around the world 
about his discoveries and to ask their opinion. 

Personal items, including his wife Emma’s 
wedding ring and a writing box that belonged 
to his daughter before she died of scarlet fever 
aged 10, are also on display. 

Down House is not the only historic British 
landmark straining under the pressure of too 
many visitors. 

Highgate Cemetery in north London, the 
burial ground of historic figures including 
Karl Marx and George Eliot, is also feeling the 


pressure after it was included in a list of the 
capital’s 100 top tourist attractions by the 
mayor Boris Johnson. Tourists are already 
being turned away. 

English Heritage said it was not yet sure 
how visitor numbers to Darwin’s house would 
be restricted. 

The spokesman added: ‘We are conscious 
that we want to keep an eye on the amount of 
visitors arriving at the house. 

“We want people to enjoy it but we want to 
ensure people are not putting the house under 
too much pressure. At this stage we are just 
looking at placing limits.”

She said: “I think the common misconception 
is that if somebody has dementia, then they 
are no longer there. But that’s not right 
because they’re still inside. 

“The facility to communicate may have gone, 
but by taking the time to sit with them and 
share photographs and personal items you can 
make a connection. That’s the important 
thing. People often say things like ‘that’s not 
my husband’ but it is - he’s still in there.” 

Dementia is a term used to describe various 
different brain disorders - including Alzheimer’s 
disease and Korsakoff’s syndrome - that have 


in common a loss of brain function that is usual¬ 
ly progressive and eventually severe. 

Especially in the later stages of the condi¬ 
tion, sufferers may find themselves disorien¬ 
tated in terms of time and place, and may not 
recognise the people around them. 

The pilot scheme, which is being funded by 
Kent County Council’s social services depart¬ 
ment, aims to reduce isolation and improve 
the well-being of people with dementia in the 
community as well as those in residential care. 

Mrs Weidner said: “The project will be led by 
the people with dementia because they will 
all be at various stages of the disease and 
some people will take longer to recall things 
than others. 

“We already work with so many people that 
have dementia, but this extra funding will 


really help us train our volunteers and target 
the area a lot better. Sometimes just sitting 
with a dementia patient is enough, and so 
far the pilot has been successful. 

“If it continues to be so, we will hopefully 
be able to roll it out across Kent.” 

Benedict Potts, befriending co-ordinator at 
CARM, appealed for more people to join the 
project team. 

She said: “We’re excited about this project 
and see it as a fantastic opportunity for any¬ 
one who wants to get out there and volunteer. 

“All volunteers will receive dementia 
training and ongoing support from project 
co-ordinators. It’s a great way to make a 
difference in someone else’s life.”

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Industry insists 
there’s a budget 
for wind farms 

BUSINESS partners behind London Array, 
the world’s largest offshore wind farm planned 
between Kent and Essex, have welcomed 
Government proposals to increase incentives 
for the industry, writes Tony Patey. 

Chancellor Alistair Darling announced in 
his Budget that £525 million will be available 
for offshore wind farms - and the industry 
says that’s enough to save several projects, 
including the London Array, from being scaled 
down or scrapped. 

The London Array, which would eventually 
be the world’s first 1GW offshore wind farm, 
has three shareholders. 

Danish-owned DONG Energy owns a half, 
German-owned E.ON has 30 per cent and Abu 
Dhabi-based Masdar has 20 per cent. 

E.ON UK chief executive Paul Golby said 
the incentives would 'Kelp transform wind 
power in the UK”. 

The partners say they’re now awaiting the 
findings of the Government’s review and con¬ 
sultation process, and proposals will help boost 
the economics of the London Array scheme 
and its commercial viability. 

In a statement they said they will now con¬ 
clude their review processes “before making an 
announcement on the final investment deci¬ 
sion for the first phase in the near future”. 

Dr Wulf Bemotat, chief executive of E.ON in 
Germany, said: “The enhanced incentives will 
help transform the industry and improve the 
economics for the pioneering London Array. 

“The Government’s decision recognises the 
difficulties energy companies face when they 
want to build offshore wind farms. 

“We feel optimistic about the future of the 
offshore wind industry in the UK and the 
London Array scheme.” 


Conference pears 
science with fruit

TECHNOLOGY costing £30,000 
is being used by horticultural sci¬ 
entists to perfect a new way of 
growing pears. 

The density of planting is the secret - and 
success would mean being able to produce 
more fruit per hectare. 

Scientists at East Mailing Research are 
confident they have it cracked, using skills 
pioneered in Holland. 

They are concentrating on the Conference 
pear - one of Britain’s favourite varieties. 

Now an orchard at its facilities is set to 
deliver 55 tonnes of pears per hectare with¬ 
in one more year. 

That - compared with around 22 tonnes 
using more traditional methods - is being 
hailed as a major breakthrough. 

The answer appears on the surface to be a 
simple one. Traditional orchards rely on 
rainwater, but using specific irrigation sys¬ 
tems, tree density can be increased. 

The trees are then grown in a V-shape 
using highly targeted pruning. This leaves 
only branches that provide fruit and max-

imises the amount of light hitting each and 
every branch. 

Pear orchards are in decline in the Garden 
of England because of the expense and time 
taken to mature. But using this new method 
to grow more in the same area will increase 
profits as older trees come to the end of their 
natural life spans. 


Chris Atkinson, the EMR head of science 
said: “What we are doing is growing trees at 
a much greater density than normal. This 
will create much higher production levels. 

“Correct irrigation is vital, along with the 
way we train the trees to maximise yield. 

“High density systems require a lot of 
investment, but the beauty of this system is 
that you get a return much more rapidly. 

“Normally you would wait maybe a gener¬ 
ation for a pear orchard to reach its maxi¬ 
mum cropping. Whereas here, we are expect¬ 
ing a crop next year, and we expect it to 
reach maximum cropping within five years.” 

EMR chief executive Dr Colin Gutteridge 
said: “The British Conference pear industry 
is under threat as apples mature and pro¬ 
duce commercial crops in three to four years. 

“This new pear orchard will demonstrate 
how UK growers can improve the commer¬ 
cial viability of home-grown Conference 
pears. By increasing UK yields we will be 
able to reduce dependence upon imports and 
make significant environmental savings.” 

EMR chairman Dr Oliver Doubleday, a 
grower from Sittingboume, added: “The qual¬ 
ity is going to be superb. This system max¬ 
imises the capture of sunlight so the fruit has 
all the advantages of photosynthesis.”

Huge rise in recruitment 

rep orted by movement

RECORD numbers of girls are 
joining Kent Scouts - and it’s 
because they’re developing a 
taste for adventure. 

And while the organisation has also seen 
an increase in volunteer leaders, the wait¬ 
ing list for Kent troops is at an all-time high 
with 2,300 names. 

For both genders, Maidstone has seen a 
rise of 7.5 per cent in new members, while 
Deal is up 7.6 per cent, Canterbury 3.5 per 
cent, and Medway 3.4 per cent. Meanwhile, 
Bromley has seen its biggest rise in recruit¬ 
ment for 22 years. 

Overall, female membership in the county 
has risen by a healthy 12.7 per cent. 

To help cope with the influx, which has 
taken the total number of Scouts in Kent to 
17,762, there has been a four per cent rise in 
adults joining as leaders, the fastest 
increase in 23 years, and that includes 
women leaders. 

The movement said there has been a 
surge of more than 270 new girl Scouts and 
they now make up more than 27 per cent of 
the total. The reason for the sudden influx is 
simple, said Scout spokesman John Hunt - 
adventure. 

He said: “Our range of activities is partic¬ 


ularly appealing to girls who can’t find 
enough adventure in organisations such as 
the Guides and the Girls’ Brigade. 

“They enjoy canoeing and climbing and 
are particularly good at hiking. Those, in a 
nutshell, are the core activities in Scouting.” 

He said Scouting helps young people 
achieve their full physical, intellectual, 
social and spiritual potential as individuals, 
as responsible citizens and as members of 
their local, national and international com¬ 
munities. 

Other activities include glider flights and 
water sports. 

Chief Scout Peter Duncan said: “Adults 
who volunteer get just as much out of 
Scouting as young members. 

“Not only is it rewarding to see young peo¬ 
ple having fun and getting to try new 
things, but adult volunteers get to partici¬ 
pate as well and they are being active mem¬ 
bers of their community. 

‘‘Volunteers aren’t just giving something 
back to society, they are getting the opportu¬ 


nity to develop transferable skills such as 
leadership and motivational skills. 

“Volunteering is much, much more than a 
hobby or an extra-curricular activity. We 
can see more adults adopting this view - 
with our biggest growth in adult member¬ 
ship for 20 years.” 

Emma Davey, from Dartford, said: “I thor¬ 
oughly enjoy being a Scout leader. I got 
started because I wanted to get involved in 
the community to meet new people. 

“I don’t think there is a ‘typical’ leader, 
everyone has their own way of doing things, 
but I think all leaders can learn a lot. 

“I really value the skills I’ve picked up 
while doing this - skills I’ve been able to use 
at work. It’s also tremendously rewarding to 
see how much young people enjoy Scouting 
and how much they are actually learning 
each week.”

achievable than they think.” 

Peter Holbrook, the trust’s chief executive, 
said it was a complete surprise that the 
Communities and Local Government 
Department was going to name the Sunlight 
trust as an example of excellent practice. 

“This idea is very much about local people,” 
he said. “It is to give them pride in their area, 
to identify problems but also solutions. 

“We are all local people who have come 
together to improve our community, which is 
less affluent than most in Kent. 

“Things are not easy in north Kent and 
Medway as a whole, but we are trying to 
create the sorts of services and opportuni¬ 
ties that help people take control of their 
lives.” 

The centre offers a range of services 
including training, a community radio sta¬ 
tion, social events for the elderly and extra 
lessons for schoolchildren. 

Mr Holbrook said: “Everything we do is 
linked to health - from the environment, 
the curriculum, income, jobs and it means 
we can work very holistically. Our purpose 
is to improve health and wellbeing and that 
does impact on everything.” 

Since the centre had opened the profile of 
health in Gillingham had improved, he 
said. 

“That does not just mean we are well 
intended we have achieved something.” 

Mr Holbrook said the centre catered for 
people of all ages, cultures and faiths, and 
that had created a much more cohesive 
community, where people are much more 
tolerant and understanding. He added: 
“Older residents have changed their per¬ 
ceptions of the young, attitudes have 
changed and people are far more accepting. 
Older people feel safe on the streets.” 

Mrs Blears said the asset transfer unit 
would give people the information they 
need to get through any legal, planning and 
financial barriers to set up community proj¬ 
ects such as the Sunlight trust. 

She said local authorities could give peo¬ 
ple real power by handing over buildings as 
a gift to a community group, selling at 
below market price or keeping the building 
off the market while a local project develops 
plans and secures funding. Nationally, 
more than £1 billion of buildings are now 
under community control.

Follow the seasons for 
a delicious experience 


He's one of the rising stars on the celebrity chef scene and has already 
come out in support of our Buy Local Produce campaign. Now Richard 
Phillips, who grew up in Rainham and lives near Maidstone, writes for 
KOS Media in the first of a series of regular features, supporting our 
campaign and our website, www.foodforkent.co.uk. 



OVER the past few years there has been a distinct 
rise in the quality and availability of top-class home 
grown vegetables, meat, fish and fruit. 

Farmers have raised their game in the face of stiff competition 
and pressure from supermarket chains. 

For me, running three restaurants in Kent, it is vital I receive 
the best food and it's great to know I can support local farmers 
and the local economy by buying local produce. 

It's not just about buying local for the sake of it. I need the best 
guality in my restaurants because that's what customers expect, 
and to be honest I would not work with anything less. 

Locality is only a part of the eguation though, the best tastiest 
food is that which is being grown right now and seasonality is the 
key to not only eating the best but also diversifying our menus 
and diets. 

You may have heard people complain that fresh food doesn't 
taste like it did years ago. Much of the reason for this is due to 
the fact you are eating produce that has travelled thousands of 
miles packed in crates in cold storage, farmed in countries where 
we have no control over the growing process, and often using 
strains of produce that do not have the taste of our own food. 

By eating food out of season you are diminishing the experi¬ 
ence. The reason people think food used to taste so much better 
is we used to only eat foods when they were in season. By buy¬ 
ing local, seasonal food you will begin to notice a return of flavour. 

With spring well and truly set now is the time when we are 
going to be seeing the very best produce, meats and fish. Spring 
is one of the county's most colourful seasons, bringing richness in 
variety, taste and fortunately availability. 

It's a time when we should be making the most of new season 
fruits, vegetables, meats and fish. The good thing about making 
the most of the plentiful availability of new season produce is 
that the prices are also keener; you'll notice this reflected in the 
price you pay at the till. 

Seasonality and making meals from food in plentiful supply 
has, due to the advent of supermarkets stocking their shelves 
with processed food, become something of a lost way of eating. 
The impact this has had on local farming has meant we often sac¬ 
rifice freshness and taste for accessibility. Convenience is one 
thing but when items which we can grow seasonally - and often, 
better and tastier - are shipped halfway around the world after 
being picked days and sometimes weeks beforehand, we have to 
begin to guestion if it really is the best way. 

For me, especially in my restaurants, taste and freshness is 
vital and the simple answer is to buy good local produce which 
has been picked often only the day before and transported just a 
few miles instead of hundreds or even thousands of miles. 

This month one of my favourite vegetables is in season and 
it is without doubt one of the most versatile and arguably the 


best of all the English vegetables, I am talking about asparagus. 

The season doesn't last for long, so let's make the most of this 
great vegetable that is grown all over Kent. When looking to pur¬ 
chase asparagus go for the medium-sized stems as they have had 
enough time to take on the flavour but not too much time to 
become tough. 

Fresh asparagus can make the perfect accompaniment to any 
main course and works equally well with fresh fish or meat. The 
new season also brings a fresh crop of new potatoes and in the 
next couple of weeks we have the arrival of spring lamb and 
Kentish crabs to look forward to. 

The dish I have prepared this week is warm poached salmon, 


Kentish asparagus and warm new potato salad. This is a quick 
and easy dish to prepare but guaranteed to treat your taste buds 
to a range of subtle and strong flavours, making the most of our 
local produce. 

All of the ingredients used in the recipe are available from the 
foodforkent.co.uk website.

Poached salmon, asparagus 
and warm new potato salad 

150g piece of fresh salmon fillet 
Cooking liquor for the salmon: 500ml water, 100ml 
Tenterden Chapel Down white wine, half a lemon 
juiced, 5 peppercorns, 8 parsley stalks 

4 Kentish asparagus spears (peeled and cooked, in 
boiling salted water) 

5 medium sized Jersey new potatoes 
Teaspoon chopped chives 
Teaspoon chopped shallots 

50g rocket salad (washed) 

5 yellow cherry tomatoes (cut in to halves) 

10 green beans, cooked in boiling water 
Vinaigrette: 150ml of olive oil, 50ml of white wine 
vinegar, 25ml luke warm water, teaspoon of honey, 
teaspoon grain mustard 

Place the mustard and honey in a bowl, whisk in the vinegar, 
slowly add the olive oil, then finely add the water, season with 
salt and pepper 

Bring the cooking liquor for the salmon to the boil. Place 
the salmon into the liquid and turn off the heat, leave to stand 
for 4-5min. Remove from the cooking liquid, remove skin and 
flake into nice chunky pieces. 

Slice the cooked potatoes and mix with the chopped 
chives, shallots and a few drops of the dressing season, cover 
with cling film and keep warm. Mix the rocket leaves with the 
dressing just before serving 

Place the warm potatoes into the centre of the plate, then 
place the green beans and tomatoes on top then the rocket 
leaves, then the warm flaked salmon, arrange the asparagus 
spears and drizzle with the dressing.

Grammars hit by 
rebuild projects 

AT FIRST glance the Building Schools for the 
Future scheme seems like a fantastic one, 
and for many reasons it is. 

The promise of new state-of-the-art class¬ 
rooms is an exciting one for teachers and 
pupils throughout the country, but perhaps 
the true cost of these developments is only 
now beginning to come to light. 

According to education expert Peter Read, 
the building schemes will cut places from 
already oversubscribed grammar schools in 
Gravesham and Thanet as a way to 
accommodate the new buildings. 

This year’s admissions process was a con¬ 
troversial one, with children in the west being 
offered spots at schools on the other side of 
the county after missing out on their choices. 

And if Mr Read is to be believed - and 
there is no reason why he shouldn’t be - the 
problem will be even bigger once the Building 
Schools for the Future scheme is complete. 

KCC has said all children who pass the 11- 
plus are entitled to a grammar school place, 
but “entitled” does not mean “guaranteed” 
and it looks like some may miss out again. 

Enjoy the beach 

THE town may not be known for its soaring 
temperatures, but Gravesend’s once popular 
beach is on its way back. 

The shingle strip is being returned as part 
of a £2 million scheme to upgrade the area, 
and will surely be welcomed by sun-seekers 
when the weather is nice.

Brown s kukri lesson 

The Government has learned 

the hard wav that our bond 
with the Gurkhas transcends

THE defeat of the Government 
on Wednesday on the issue of 
Gurkha settlement rights was 
the most spectacular and signifi¬ 
cant moment in a long campaign 
that has seen more than its fair 
share of disappointment. 

However, due to our strangely 
undemocratic ‘democracy’, the 
battle may not yet be totally won. 
Amazingly, and disturbingly, the 
Government’s first reactions to 
its defeat appear to suggest that 
it may still not fundamentally 
address the issue and give equal 
settlement rights to Gurkhas 
who retired before 1997 to those 
enjoyed by post-1997 retirees. 

A week earlier, the 
Government had an opportunity 
to right this injustice. Instead, it 
announced a set of harsh criteria 
for pre-1997 retirees that most 
Gurkhas could never hope to 
meet. For example, one of the cri¬ 
teria is that a Gurkha would 
have had to serve 20 years. The 
majority are engaged for 15 years 
and are discouraged from 
extending their service unless 
they have risen through the 
ranks. The new criteria were 
mean-spirited and even a casual 
observer would suspect they had 
been deliberately engineered to 
sound generous but in reality let 
in very few additional Gurkhas. 

This dismal announcement 
unleashed an outpouring of pub¬ 
lic anger. Even we were amazed 
by how suddenly the public mood 
changed from a determined 
desire to change the system to 


outright anger. Such was the 
mood swing that enough Labour 
MPs rebelled and the Opposition 
Day motion on Wednesday had 
the momentum to get through. 

The campaign has harnessed 
the support of hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of people from every walk 
of life and every political persua¬ 
sion. Joanna Lumley’s family ties 
to the Gurkhas have given the 
campaign a special resonance 
with that generation whose 
fathers, grandfathers, brothers 
and uncles served and fought 
alongside the Gurkhas. These 
men returned with tales of 
Gurkha valour and were univer¬ 
sal in their praise and admira¬ 
tion for the Nepalese soldiers. 

Those of us at the heart of the 
campaign still struggle to under¬ 
stand why the upper echelons of 
the Ministry of Defence and some 
of our senior politicians fail to 
grasp the nature of this issue. 
They seem to focus on it as a 
matter of immigration policy or a 
matter of economics and finance. 

They express concern that let¬ 
ting all retired Gurkhas have the 
right to settle here will set a 


precedent for similar groups. In 
all these matters, they miss the 
point. The bond with the 
Gurkhas is not a set of treaties or 
immigration rules. It is a bond 
forged in the crucible of war and 
conflict. The idea of a precedent is 
misplaced. There simply is no 
other group of people that in any 
way could be compared to the 
Gurkhas. The fact that we have 
had to drag the Government 
kicking and screaming through 
the courts and Parliament con¬ 
tinues to be a PR disaster for 
them. This is doubly frustrating 
as, to be fair, the Blair govern¬ 
ment was the only government to 
start addressing this issue when 
it ruled in 2004 that pre-1997 
British Army Gurkhas should 
have the right to settle here. 

The reluctance to address the 
matter of those who retired 
before 1997 has overshadowed 
these initial praiseworthy moves. 
They cannot accept that the 
bombs and the bullets were no 
different after 1997 than they 
were before. The same can be 
said of the courage and the brav¬ 
ery of the Gurkha soldiers. It has 



been constant, irrespective of 
date or where the Gurkhas were 
based. The idea that 100,000 
retired Gurkhas (including their 
dependants) would come to the 
UK and cost £1.5 billion appear 
to be the central planks of the 
Government’s opposition to our 
campaign. These figures amount 
to scaremongering and do not 
stand up to examination. In 
2004, when the Government 
announced Gurkhas who retired 
after 1997 could settle, they 
announced that those who 
retired before could apply if they 
wished. The number of appli¬ 
cants was about 1,350. 

Our best estimate is that even 
if the 1997 cut-off date is 
removed, the number likely to 
come is between 4,000 and 6,000. 
These are tiny in comparison to 
normal immigration into the UK. 

We all hope the Government, in 
the light of this profound defeat 
in the Commons, do the right 
thing and let the Gurkhas in.

Better late than never 


Narrow-minded Adonis 


Last week’s announcement by transport 
minister Lord Adonis in which he short¬ 
listed his preferred plans for improving 
conditions at the Dartford Crossing has, 
understandably, caused concern. 

Narrowing the original options to just 
three - all of which involve another cross¬ 
ing close to the present one - does not 
really begin to address the problem. 

Most of us have experienced the effect of 
the crossing as a bottleneck on the M25. 
This is not helped by the northbound lanes 
still having to squeeze into the two origi¬ 
nal tunnels. Moving the toll booths, or 
scrapping the charges, will do little to alle¬ 
viate the congestion. Similarly, building an 
additional crossing close to the present one 
will mean the whole area is still the only 
convenient way of crossing the river and 


the bottleneck effect will continue - but on 
a larger scale. Surely, the logical solution 
has always been, to encourage traffic away 
from Dartford by building an alternative 
crossing further downriver. This would 
also open up an often neglected area of 
Kent and allow easier access to a much 
bigger part of Essex. Unfortunately this 
option was rejected by the minister, main¬ 
ly on the basis of cost. 

However, considering the cost to the 
country in terms of wasted hours and tons 
of pollution, the price of building a bridge 
nearer the Estuary might seem to be more 
of a bargain. Sometimes when faced with 
an insurmountable problem, you need to 
make an innovative decision.

Churchill the European 

Many people are affronted by the use of a 
caricature of Winston Churchill to launch 
the Ukip campaign for the elections on June 
4. Because he was the only Western 
European leader to be part of the Big Three 
wartime meetings at Tehran, Yalta and 
Potsdam, he had a unique understanding of 
the complexities of post-war diplomacy and 
the role of Britain and Europe. 

Between 1946 and 1950, he, more than 
any other statesman, pressed the case for 
European co-operation and unity. The 
European Movement was launched by 
Churchill’s 1946 speech in Zurich and 
Churchill’s son-in-law, Duncan Sandys, was 
its organiser. Churchill played a part in the 
early meetings of the Council of Europe and 
he was the key initiator of the Hague 
Conference of 1948, which aimed to create a 
united Europe. On the issue of national 
sovereignty, Churchill spoke of the need for 
sacrifice in the pursuit of economic and 
military co-operation. 

Speaking at the Abert Hall in 1949, he 
told fellow Conservatives “there would be no 
hope for the world unless the peoples of 
Europe unite”. 

He condemned the Labour government in 
1950 for rejecting the Schuman Plan that 
was to lead to the setting up of the Common 
Market. It is certainly true that while in 
Government in the 1950s, this ultra¬ 
enthusiasm for European unity changed.

Churchill’s position became one of encour¬ 
aging European unity, but on the clear 
understanding that Britain might have a 
different role as compared with say, 
Germany, France and Italy, because of the 
Commonwealth and the transatlantic rela¬ 
tionship with the USA. 

This is a position that accords pretty 
much with every postwar British Prime 
Minister, with the obvious exception of Ted 
Heath. This scarcely justifies the use of 
Churchill’s memory to promote Ukip. It is 
obviously offensive to the great statesman’s 
family, to the Conservative Party and to 
many older people who fought in World War 
Two in the hope that there would never be 
another European conflict.

Remember patients 

G Collins asserts (Letters, last week) that I 
was misleading in my previous letter. In 
fact it is he who has been misled. 

Had he looked in the medical literature he 
would have seen that research on monkeys 
was crucial to the identification of a region 
of the brain known as the sub-thalamic 
nucleus as being important in the symp¬ 
toms of Parkinson’s disease. This discovery 
transformed deep brain stimulation (DBS) 
from an obscure treatment with modest 
benefits to a therapy that helps Parkinson’s 
sufferers throughout the world deal with 
their illness, as DBS pioneer Dr Alim-Louis 
Benabid has himself acknowledged. 

Experiments on monkeys have taught us 
a lot about how HIV infection targets the 
immune system. For example, the key role 
of the immune cells in mucosal tissue, and 
was crucial to the development of HIV pro¬ 
phylaxis that has prevented hundreds of 
thousands of adults and children from 
becoming infected following exposure to 
HIV. 

While it is true no vaccine for HIV has yet 
been developed, an overwhelming majority 
of Aids experts agree that research on mon¬ 
keys infected with SIV is crucial if we are 
ever to develop one. They have realised that 
only vaccine candidates that provide high 
levels of protection against a range of SIV 
strains that most closely mimic HIV infec¬ 
tion in humans should proceed to human 
trials, something earlier vaccine candidates 
failed to do prior to human trials. Contrary 
to what G Collins claims, a recent poll of 
GPs found 96 per cent agreed animal 
research has made important contributions 
to many medical advances, and 88 per cent 
agreed new medicines should be tested on 
animals before undergoing human trials. 
The truth is that the overwhelming majori¬ 
ty of the scientific and medical community 
recognise the continuing importance of ani¬ 
mal research to medical progress; that is 
why MEPs should remember the patients 
when they vote next week.

Plastic’s not fantastic 

I refer to last week’s story about polytun¬ 
nels. Kent Green Party is objecting to this 
proposal on several grounds. In drafting the 
objection, I have been able to rely on work 
done previously by Herefordshire council, 
which has considerable experience in creat¬ 
ing controls over polytunnels. 

The planning application states no stor¬ 
age area for waste and no arrangements for 
separate storage and collection of recyclable 
waste will be made. This is contrary to best 
practice. 

Also, most of the plastic used in polytun¬ 
nels is not biodegradable. It is possible to 
use low-reflective polythene in order to 
reduce visual impact and glare, but the 
application makes no such provision. 

While hedge and shelter belts are men¬ 
tioned, there are no proposed additions to 
screening to minimise impact. There is no 
provision in the application for large-scale 
collection and use of rainwater, which 
should be a requirement for any develop¬ 
ment of this type. I note the Environment 
Agency will almost certainly want to know 


more from the developers about water use 
and management in this proposal. 

The applicants claim there are no protect¬ 
ed and priority species, designated sites, 
important habitats or other biodiversity fea¬ 
tures on the site, yet there is no evidence of 
any surveys of the site being made. The size 
of this application is considerable. The area 
of polytunnels proposed at any one time is 
430 acres - approximately a third of the 
site. The total area of polytunnels in the 
whole of Herefordshire for 2005 was 420 
acres. This proposal, therefore, seems over¬ 
sized and intrusive. I do hope the council 
will take full consideration of all issues 
raised and if permission is granted impose 
such conditions as will ameliorate the 
adverse affects this proposal seems bound 
to have on residents.

FORD’S RS dynasty launched in 
1970 with the Escort RS1600. 

This sporting sub-brand - short for Rallye 
Sport - went on to develop a huge fanbase 
through RS editions spun from most major 
Ford ranges, including the Sierra, Fiesta and 
even the Capri. 

This latest edition - the second Focus RS - 
is the most powerful European production 
Ford ever and the closest to the WRC (World 
Rally Championship) car. It’s even more pow¬ 
erful than the legendary Cosworth Fords. 

No prizes for guessing which demographic 
Ford is targeting through those big arches, 
grills, vents, skirts, 19-inch rims, blacked-out 
windows, dustbin exhausts and the largest 
spoiler Ford could use without people think¬ 
ing it was a plane. 

It comes in just three colours - Frozen 
White, Performance Blue and Ultimate 
Green - a palette mixed for those who want 
to stand out. 

The car’s ‘full-on’ looks mean that would-be 
buyers may struggle to find further excesses 
though - the vinyl sticker industry could be 
kept busy. 

The inside is in yer face as well, with 
branded colour co-ordinated racing seats 
from everyone’s favourite, Recaro. Some 
extra dials look good too, but have no real

use, and the cabin has been showered with 
extra carbon fibre and brushed aluminium 
trim with nice stainless steel pedals to pol¬ 
ish it off. 

However, the switches and general look of 
the cockpit remind you that it is a Ford and 
the back is adequate rather than roomy, with 
those enormous Recaros adding to a cocoon¬ 
like feeling. Claustrophobics beware. 

Driving the RS is nothing less than a 
pleasure though; 300bhp and 0-60mph in 5.9 
seconds should make any keen driver smile 
and the engineering makes you feel like a 
seasoned motorsport competitor. 

Simply hit the launch’ pedal, wait for traction 
control to wrestle with physics and the road 
ahead looks noticeably smaller. The perform¬ 
ance is truly exhilarating and overtaking takes 


less time than asking “Can I help you officer?” 

The 2.5-litre turbocharged five-cylinder 
Volvo engine was used in the Focus ST, with 
just about everything changed before it is no 
longer the same. 

Other than a turbo that doesn’t seem to stop 
even when you whack the red line, you are 
also struck by the exhaust. It’s loud, very loud, 
and beautifully loud - all at the same time. 

It would have been nice to have all-wheel 
drive, but Ford engineers committed to front- 
wheel drive even before settling on how much 
power to offer. 

As a result, the car lacks the planted feeling 
of Subaru Imprezas or Mitsubishi Evos. 
Nevertheless, torque steer or steering wheel 
wrestling is kept manageable and the death 
rate low by clever engineering called ‘Revo 
Knuckles’, which keeps the car pointing in the 
same direction when a driving wheel hits a 
puddle or loses traction. 

This adds to spectacular grip and handling 
suited to patchy British roads, yet balanced 
by a comfortably firm ride that won’t argue 
against giving granny a lift to the shops. 

In short, it’s a lot of car for a little under 
£25K. You won’t be disappointed and you 
certainly won’t get bored.

IT IS a sad thing when dependabil¬ 
ity gets you a bad name, but it hap¬ 
pened to the Toyota Corolla. 

I recommended a used one to a friend who 
needed “a reliable car to commute halfway 
across the county” and I even secured a 
decent price for her, but she bought a second¬ 
hand Peugeot 307 instead - not as famous 
for bulletproof engineering. 

Apparently, the Corolla was “too boring”. 

“Ah, but you said reliability was top of your 
requirements,” I replied. “And while you’re at 
it, can you point out what is so interesting 
about a Peugeot 307?” 

However, this does prove the point about 
the poor old Corolla; more than any other 
model, it made Toyota the world’s Nol car- 
maker and became a byword for familiarity. 

And we know that breeds contempt, so 
Toyota axed the name for European markets 
in 2007 and launched the Auris (pronounced 
Owris). 

But it is still a Corolla everywhere else and 
doing what it has always done: insinuating 
itself into customers’ affections by being 
dependable, inoffensive, practical and now, 
even more responsible. 

For the Corolla, sorry, Auris line-up has 


had a shake-up with the arrival of new 
powertains. 

Most manufacturers offer eco versions of 
key models, but only Toyota is ‘greening’ 
whole car ranges by applying the Optimal 
Drive approach, which is essentially decon¬ 
structing and re-assembling the internal 
combustion engine. 

For hard-pressed consumers, these revised 
powertrains save money and lighten the con¬ 
science by delivering apparently contradicto¬ 
ry benefits: more power plus better economy 
with lower C02 emissions/road tax. 

Toyota has now brought the package to the 
hard-fought family hatch or Ford Focus class, 
with a revised Auris range (from £12,900) 


including a UK-built 131bhp 1.6-litre petrol 
option with nine per cent better economy - it 
should average more than 40mpg - eight per 
cent lower C02 emissions, but six per cent 
more power compared with its predecessor. 

This at a time when consumers are turn¬ 
ing away from the higher upfront cost and 
pump prices incurred by small-to-medium 
diesel cars. 

The Auris range was augmented previ¬ 
ously by an Optimal Drive 1.33-litre engine 
with Toyota’s Stop & Start system to cut 
and re-start the engine in heavy traffic 
conditions, but the new look range includes 
other petrol and diesel options and simpli¬ 
fied trim grading. 



Can scrappage 
work for you? 

WHATEVER the rights and wrongs of the 
scrappage scheme announced in the 
Budget, it is fact that some drivers quali¬ 
fy for £2,000 towards swapping and 
dumping their old car - providing they 
have owned it for 12 months. 

It makes no sense for many of these 
though; if they could afford or aspired to 
a new car then they would not be run¬ 
ning around in a ‘banger’ anyway, oth¬ 
ers may be driving an older car worth 
more than £2,000, while yet more will 
know that they should expect a £2,000 
discount or more on a new car anyway, 
irrespective of a grant. 

Indeed, market leader Ford says buyers 
can expect up to £5,000 off some of its 
cars, including the scrappage allowance. 

Look at the extremes of the market to 
make best use of the scheme, though. A 
£2,000 grant buys a lot of any small car 
like the Hyundai il 0 — Germany’s scrap- 
page scheme has boosted il 0 sales by 
662 per cent. 

The little Hyundai, backed by a five- 
year warranty, starts at £7,145 and you 
would struggle to get a few hundred quid 
off normally when profit margins on small 
cars match their size. However, a £2,000 
handout makes it more affordable to 
someone on a tight budget and it will be 
cheaper to fuel and tax and better for the 
environment. 

At the other end of the scale, what 
about that Beemer you always wanted? 
Check out a BMW 116d (from £17,605). 

You would normally struggle to get 
money off - certainly not £2,000 - and you 
start saving even more with an average 
of 60mpg.

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muscularity plus practicality - and there are 
some nice touches, such as the window line 
narrowing towards the rear and a neat bull- 
nose bonnet lid. 

The tailgate also hinges high and doubles as 
a rain shelter when parked, as well as giving 
access to a deceptively huge boot - half its 
glory is hidden below a false floor that lifts to 
reveal a tray with deep storage bins. 

Fold the rear seats and you can really cram 
the car to its high roofline; Kia claims it will 
take a couple of mountain bikes. 

Handling belies the car’s looks. It is not a 


4x4 and nor does it handle like the stereo¬ 
type, so you get the high driving position and 
image without the heaviness and wallowing 
on the corners. 

In fact, the Kia is a tidy drive with good lev¬ 
els of grip and a sporty nature yet decent ride, 
all helped by a wide track and long wheelbase 
- the latter also contributing to generous cabin 
space and rear legroom. 

Despite its apparent bulk, the Soul also 
fares well on a choice of just two powertrains - 
a 1.6-litre petrol or diesel with almost identi¬ 
cal outputs of 124 and 126bhp respectively. 




As seen in other Kias featuring the same 
units, the diesel is the better, being 
smoother with more get up and go low down 
the power range - diesel ‘tech’ has been a 
Kia speciality of late. It will also average at 
least lOmpg more than its petrol sister - 
and the nose feels weightier and better 
planted when pressing on. 

However, it also adds a grand to the price 
of whichever model you choose, so it is no 
easy choice. 

On the other hand, there is no need to be 
miserly, with prices from £10,495 plus a five-

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ALMOST 3,000 new jobs have 
been created by businesses attract¬ 
ed and supported by Locate in 
Kent, the county’s investment pro¬ 
motion agency 

Its 2008-09 figures show it created 2,891 jobs 
- a 23 per cent increase on last year - and 
assisted a record 76 UK and international 
firms to expand or relocate to the county. 

This contributed nearly £126 million to the 
Kent economy and occupied more than 1.5m 
sq ft of commercial property space.

Chairman Sir Brandon Gough said: “We 
have had an excellent year, exceeding targets 
on all fronts despite the challenging global 
financial situation. Investment from overseas 
companies will be an increasingly important 


vehicle for economic growth in Kent, further 
fuelling job creation and supporting local 
businesses.” 

Peter Gilroy, chief executive of Kent County 
Council, said: “It is imperative the county con¬ 
tinues to demonstrate it is open for business 
and we are committed to breaking down bar¬ 
riers to ensure Kent companies remain com¬ 
petitive and make the most of their location.” 

According to the figures, 42 per cent of all 


investments and a quarter of new jobs were in 
knowledge-based industries. The strongest 
sectors were business services (13 per cent), 
followed by manufacturing (11 per cent) and 
engineering (nine per cent).

‘Looming summer jobs crisis’ says Osborne 


SHADOW chancellor George Osborne 
this week faced some tough questions 
from Kent business people - and stu¬ 
dents aiming to get into work within a 
year or so, writes Tony Patey. 

He was at Bromley College at the 
start of a series of European election 
campaign whistlestops in his first pub¬ 
lic appearance after the Tories’ spring 
conference. 

In the face of an enormous public debt, 
he was questioned about where and 
when a Tory government, should it come 
to power, would cut public spending, but 
he was careful with his answers. 

Mr Osborne and Tory leader David 
Cameron used their speeches last week¬ 
end to start preparing the party, and the 
rest of the country, for any painful 
future spending cuts they may have to 
make if they win the next general elec¬ 


tion. To be honest, to give a list of where 
the cuts might come, and any ideas 
about tax changes, at this stage would 
not be strategically clever. 

So it wasn’t surprising when he was 
guarded, although he did concede “the 
bulk of dealing with the problem is to 
come from public spending restraint 
rather than tax rises”. 

Mr Osbourne told a group of local 
business people that cash flow was top 
of most business agendas. He had been 
on a fact-finding tour of motor groups 
Jaguar and Land Rover and found their 
main problem was getting credit. 

During questions, Sean Kaufmann, 
director of local property firm Baxter 
Philips, asked how Mr Osborne would 
have tackled the Northern Rock issue. 

He said the Labour Government did 
not seem to have a plan when it rescued 


Northern Rock - “they then spent six or 
seven months wondering what to do 
with it”. 

He added: “It was clear what was hap¬ 
pening - they should have saved it 
much sooner and not when it was on the 
10 o’clock news and people were queu¬ 
ing in the streets.” 

The way it was handled damaged con¬ 
fidence at home and abroad, he said. 

“In a financial crisis, government 
should exude confidence and handle it 
well. If not, it can have a massive effect 
on confidence elsewhere - which is what 
we are living with at the moment.” 

Later, a group of first-year HND busi¬ 
ness students said more money should 
be made available for job creation and 
for investing in education. Mr Osborne 
said risks must be balanced between 
how much is spent, and how far a gov¬ 


ernment goes into unfundable debt - a 
tip-over which has happened in Iceland 
and Ireland. 

He said targeted help was needed now 
for people leaving college this summer - 
“there is a looming summer jobs crisis”- 
and extending the education of students 
where appropriate and funding higher 
degrees where necessary 

He said we needed a “credible and rig¬ 
orous” plan to deal with the huge 
national debt, and it had to be done in 
such a way that it doesn’t drive away 
people who want to invest in the UK. 

Later, Mr Osborne said he was “very 
impressed” with the college, where he 
was shown round by principal Peter 
Jones He said it was “crazy” that £30 
million funding for phase three of the 
college’s redevelopment programme had 
been put on hold by the Government.

KENT bosses have condemned a 
U-turn by equalities minister 
Harriet Harman over plans to 
force big companies to reveal if 
there’s a gender gap in workers’ 
pay writes Tony Patey. 

The county’s branch of the Institute of 
Directors, which represents Kent’s business 
leaders, has described the Government’s 
proposed Equality Bill as a potentially 
damaging new burden. 

Frazer Thompson, chairman of the branch, 
said: “This is a further example of 
unnecessary regulation at a time when many 
companies are struggling to survive. Having 
received written assurances from Ms 
Harman’s department that they had, and I 


quote; ‘ruled out mandatory gender pay 
audits’, we at the IoD are very disappointed to 
hear reports that this might now be going 
ahead.” 

The IoD has long campaigned for the 
Government to reconsider plans to introduce 
any form of statutory disclosure of gender pay 
disparities and believed that with the recent 
economic turmoil proposals had been shelved. 

Mr Thompson said: “Directors take the 
equality agenda extremely seriously and 
would have been happy to co-operate with 
more constructive measures, but this is a 
retrograde step that will do little to tackle the 
discrimination problem.” 

The Equalities Bill legislation will apply to 
companies which employ 250 or more staff, 
and to public sector employers with more 
than 150 staff

Senior public policy advisor Ben Willmott says that 
while it’s important not to overstate the potential risk of 
a flu pandemic, it makes sense for organisations to have 
plans in place if needed. 

He said: “Many employers will already have a policy on 
how to respond to a potential flu pandemic as a result of 
the heightened risk of bird flu over the last few years. 

“Employers should have in place strategies to allow 
them to run on skeleton staff levels. 

“Service and customer-facing organisations should 


consider the possibilities for increasing the amount of 
online transactions, as well as self-service options for 
customers. 

“All employers should think about maximising home 
working and investigate the potential for increasing the 
use of video-links and tele-conferencing to help limit the 
amount of face-to-face contact. 

“Organisations should also identify key roles that must 
be carried out and those individuals who have a wide 
range of skills who can fulfil more than one function. 

“In case of a pandemic, employers should also 
formulate clear advice for staff on the symptoms of the 
illness and the importance of staying at home and 
seeking medical advice at the soonest opportunity.”

® PROOF that relegation can have a 
rejuvenating effect on a football 
club. After struggling to stay in the 
second and third tiers of English football 
for the best part of a decade, Gillingham 
supporters can go to Priestfield expecting 
to win again. 

It was difficult to imagine anyone waking 
up on a Saturday morning in Medway, 
agog at the prospect of going to watch a 
Ronnie Jepson side, but fans have been 
able to enjoy life under Mark Stimson (the 
odd aberration like the 7-0 defeat at 
Shrewsbury aside). 

7 out of 10 so far, 8 if they reach the 
play-off final, 9 if they win it. 

EBBSFLEET 

O THE flaws in the MyFC project have 
now been laid bare for all to see. 
Subscriptions have dropped from 
32,000 to 10,000 and the Fleet struggle to 
get a fifth of that figure through the gate. 
Manager Liam Daish is entitled to ask why 
thousands of people who have never seen his 
side play apparently have the right to vote 
on his future.

Rival Kent clubs might mutter darkly 
about where all these fans were during the 
Darts exile, but Tony Burman’s side are 
showing what can be achieved if a club is 
sensibly run and has the backing of its coun¬ 
cil, specifically Jeremy Kite. 

The ground is Football League standard. If 
the fan base holds, the team could be too in 
a few years. 7 out of 10. 

MAIDSTONE UNITED 

THE Stones achieved their objec- 
U tive: consolidation in the Ryman 
Premier, a season after coming 
within an injury-time goalline clearance of 
relegation. 

But it’s been a tough year, with only rel¬ 
egated Heybridge scoring fewer goals. 
United were over-paying at the start of the 
campaign and the budget was cut in the 
winter. 

Managers Alan Walker and Lloyd Hume 
couldn’t have coaxed a lot more out of a 
young team - at the start of April they still 
had a realistic chance of making the play¬ 
offs, but five straight defeats left them in a 
mildly disappointing 15th place. 5 out of 10.

LIKE Gillingham under Andy 
^ . Hessenthaler, Ramsgate found out you 

can only cling on to a rising balloon for 
so long. The Rams were a Kent League side in 
2005 and have over-achieved ever since. 
Chairman Richard Lawson has admirably 
refused to break the bank on a futile attempt 


to stay in the Premier Division and although 
the results haven’t been pretty on the field, off 
it the Southwood club are in a far better posi¬ 
tion to withstand the recession than some of 
their county rivals. 

2 out of 10 on the pitch, 9 out of 10 for 
Lawson. 

CRAY WANDERERS 

HAVING been in a two-horse title race 

* for so long, Cray will inevitably be dis- 

* appointed if they fail to join 
Kingstonian in the Premier Division. 

They’ve clearly benefited from the stability 
of having had a manager as shrewd as Ian 
Jenkins in charge for so long. 

Plans for a stadium of their own at Sandy 
Lane, Orpington, demonstrate the club’s ambi¬ 
tion, though they could do with a few more reg¬ 
ular supporters if the proposed Conference- 
standard venue isn’t to become a white ele¬ 
phant. 8 out of 10. 

SITTINGBOURNE 

mmm IF there were any justice in the world 
Gaiy Abbott would be Prime Minister, or 
Secretary General of the UN instead of 
manager at Bourne Park. Unfortunately there 
isn’t and having flirted with the play-off zone 
all season the Brickies finished sixth, under¬ 
mined by their home record, a consequence of a 


pitch that makes it difficult to play the kind 
of passing football Abbott favours. 

If anything, Sittingboume over-achieved 
this year, but the award of the FA Charter 
Mark was due recognition for one of the 
county’s better run clubs. 8 out of 10. 

ASHFORD TOWN 

OH dear. Eighth place in the league 
doesn’t begin to tell the story of one of 
^ ^ the most wretched seasons in the Nuts 
& Bolts’ recent histoiy. Even before all hell 
broke loose behind the scenes there was a feel¬ 
ing that Steve Lovell’s side were underachiev¬ 
ing and too reliant on players Sittingboume 
weren’t too gutted about losing.

■ THE end of an era with Marc Seager 
1 stepping down, having turned the 
I Oystermen from Kent League also- 
rans into an established Ryman League club. 

At times ‘Seags’ sounded exasperated this 
year and when Whitstable were bad they 
looked very bad indeed, but on their day 
they were still able to shock sides like cham¬ 
pions Kingstonian. 

They were never seriously in danger of rel¬ 
egation, but the impression is that Seager 
could have taken Whitstable into the Europa 
League and it still wouldn’t have kept every¬ 
one at The Belmont happy.

THE final round of the A1GP 
Championship at Brands Hatch 
will not only decide who will 
become world champions this 
afternoon, but could shape one 
Kent driver’s career. 

Once again the Kent circuit will host the 
final round of the series this afternoon, which 
sees nations compete against each other in 
identical cars. 

The series could produce a mouth-watering 
climax with Ireland, Switzerland and Portugal 
all vying to be crowned world champions. 

However, aside from the title battle, the 
championship could provide a much-needed 
boost for Kent racer Aaron Steele. 

Plans 

The Chatham driver, who has been unable to 
secure a drive for 2009 due to financial diffi¬ 
culties, was called up to the Great Britain 
team last week and completed three test ses¬ 
sions at Brands Hatch on Friday. 

He said: “The series is something I am par¬ 
ticularly interested in. It is top-level motor- 
sport and the fact you are representing your 
country is amazing. I hope one day I will get to 
this level of racing.” 

With uncertainty surrounding the financial 
future of the series, A1GP chairman Tony 
Texieira revealed plans are underway for a 
fifth season, which could see the Kent circuit 
on the calendar once again.

MIKE Conway’s difficult start to his Indy 
BHl Racing League career continued on 
Sunday with his third consecutive retirement 
at the Roadrunner Indy 300 at Kansas. 


The event was the Sevenoaks driver’s first 
oval race and he was making progress through 
the field up until lap 104, when he brushed the 
wall at over 200mph and damaged his car 
beyond repair. Conway will now prepare for 
the famous Indy 500, which takes place on 
May 24. 

SHANE Byrne is still awaiting his first 
MM podium in the World Superbike 
Championship after a disappointing weekend 
in Assen, Holland. 

The Sheppey rider secured points in both 
races at the Dutch circuit with 11th and 
eighth place finishes, but never threatened the 
top positions on the Sterilgarda Ducati. Byrne 
moved up to 13th in the rider standings. 

JAY Bridger has secured his future in the 

British Formula 3 Championship by reg¬ 
istering his own team - known as Bridger 
Motorsport. 

The reigning British Formula 3 National 
Class champion split from Team West-Tec 
after just one race and is now prepared to con¬ 
tinue the season with his own team. Bridger 
from Horsmonden, near Tonbridge, will sit out 
this weekend at Silverstone, but will return for 
round three at Rockingham later this month. 


^ WROTHAM-based British Touring Car 
MM team Motorbase Performance had a diffi¬ 
cult weekend in the second round of series at 
Thruxton. 

After recording a win at Brands Hatch ear¬ 
lier this month, the team were hoping for 
more success. However, drivers Rob Collard 
and Jonathan Adam struggled to keep up 
with the Vauxhalls. Collard clinched two fifth 
place finishes to keep him fourth in the driv¬ 
er standings. 


Going over old ground 
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Kent on Sunday sport takes 
a look back at the county’s 
sporting action of yesteryear 

100 YEARS years ago Dartford FC complet¬ 
ed their most successful season to date, 
without kicking a ball. 

Having romped to the West Kent League 
title, winning 18 games, drawing one and losing one, the 
Darts were handed the Gravesend Hospitals Cup when 
their opponents, the Chatham-based Royal Naval Depot, 
failed to raise a side - leaving the Hospitals out of pocket. 

A bizarre row broke out between four Kent football clubs, 
over the gate money from a Kent Senior Cup semi-final. 

The game was between Tunbridge Wells and eventual 
winners Maidstone United. Under an obscure competition 
rule the other semi-finalists, Sitdngboume and Northfleet, 
were entitled to a share of the revenue. The KCEA admitted 
the regulations meant both clubs were within their rights to 
demand a cut, but asked them to take the most morally 
acceptable course of action and forego their shares - a 
request both clubs declined. 


50 YEARS ago, acting captain Arthur Phebey 
steered Kent to a thrilling victory over Sussex 
in a two-day friendly held atTonbridge School. 
Sussex captain Robin Marlar made a 
sporting declaration, setting Kent a target of 154 to win in two 
hours and with Phebey scoring 75 at a run a minute, the 
home side reached their target with justtwo minutes to spare. 

Phebey was standing in for Colin Cowdrey, who opted to 
give the county’s young players some practice and instead 
turned out in a charity game at Bickley, playing in heavy rain 
in front of a crowd of 5,000. Team-mates and rivals includ¬ 
ed Eric Sykes and rain-soaked Goon Harry Secombe. 

Sutton Valence driver Peter Scragg escaped with just an 
injured elbow after overturning his new Renault Dauphine at 
a rally on Eastbourne sea front. 




25 YEARS ago, an astonishing finale to the 
Alliance Premier League (now the 
Conference) season took place at 
Nuneaton, where leaders Maidstone United 
held second-placed Nuneaton Borough to a 2-2 draw. 

Trailing 1-0 to a 35th-minute goal by the future Welling and 
Faversham stalwart John Glover, before the Stones, includ¬ 
ing future Gills boss Peter Taylor, equalised midway through 
the second half with a 25-yarderffom Malcolm Stewart. 

In the 90th minute John Bartley scored the goal that 
should have handed the Stones the titte, but an equaliser two 
minutes into injury time by Paul Culpin took the titte race to 
the final day of the season - and but for an even later missed 
sitter by the future West Ham player Trevor Motley, Nuneaton 
might have pipped United to the crown. 

Tragedy struck at the West Street point-to-point meeting 
in Aldington, when the aptly named No Justice was put down 
after fallen at a bend that had already unseated two riders. 


In the third of a series on defunct sport venues, FRED ATKINS looks at 
Essella Park in Ashford, which once saw 6,000 fans attend an FA Cup tie 


LOOKING at the Essella Park housing estate 
in Ashford now, it’s difficult to imagine this 
site was once a venue for an FA Cup tie that 
pulled in more than 6,000 fans. 

Just south of the A292 Hythe Road and a 
little way to the North East of Ashford 
Station, it’s a singularly unremarkable site, 
indistinguishable from dozens of others 
around the county, with only the street 
names providing any link to its past. 

From 1931 to 1987 however, Essella Park 
was the home of Ashford Town Football 
Club, with Crystal Palace, Queens Park 
Rangers and Gillingham all appearing there 
in the FA Cup and the Palace game pulling 
a club record attendance of 6,525. 

That mark stands to this day and is high¬ 
er than the record for the club’s 
present ground Homelands (3,363 
for a 2-2 draw with Fulham in 
1995, also in the FA Cup). 

Financially things may current¬ 
ly look bleak for the Nuts & Bolts, 
but it was ever thus in Ashford. 

Senior football began in the rail¬ 
way town when a team called 
South Eastern Rangers played at 
Newton Green in 1881. They were 
superseded 10 years later by 
Ashford United, the first senior

side to bear the team’s name, but 
by 1907 this club had folded due 
to crippling debts. 

They reformed as Ashford 
Railway Works which lasted until 
1929, but the following April 
Ashford Town were formed and 
elected into the Kent League. 

Until 1931 all the town’s sides 
had apparently been based at the 
same site, which is now Victoria 
Park, but it after moving to 
Essella Park that the club saw 


some of the its greatest successes. 

They won the Kent League in 
1948-49 and in 1973 came agonis¬ 
ingly close to a Wembley appear¬ 
ance when they reached the semi¬ 
finals of the FA Trophy, losing 1-0 
against winners, Scarborough. 

After 1986-87 Town reached the 
Southern League Premier 
Division, but the final game that 
season - a draw with Dorchester 
that saw both sides go up - was 
the last ever at Essella Park.

EXPERIENCED bowling coach 
Geoff Arnold hopes he has done 
enough with Kent’s attack to be 
given a contract to work with the 
county’s pace bowlers for the whole 
summer. 

The former England fast bowler was 
released as Surrey’s bowling coach at the end 
of last season after being replaced by Martin 
Bicknell, and joined Kent as a bowling consult¬ 
ant in pre-season while director of cricket 
Graham Ford was exiled in South Africa 
awaiting visa clearance. 

The 64-year-old, who took 115 wickets in 34 
Tests for England, has been working along¬ 
side coach Simon Willis with the county’s 
new-look attack which includes overseas fast 
bowler Wayne Parnell and loan signing 
Steffan Jones. 

Chance 

His future at the club will be decided when 
Ford joins up with the Kent squad and Arnold 
hopes he will be given a chance to continue 
working with the county’s bowlers. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “At the moment with 
Graham Ford not being around, I have been 
coaching the bowlers, but what’s going to hap¬ 
pen when the boss gets over, I don’t know. 

“Hopefully, all the bowlers seem to be quite 
keen on how it’s gone and Wilco [Simon Willis] 
as well, so we’ll just have to wait to see whether 
they want me to do a few more days or what 
they want. It’s all been positive as far as I am 
aware, but obviously I don’t know the club’s sit¬ 
uation with their coaching staff. 
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I’M READY: Geoff Arnold says he wants to carry on coaching for as long as possible 


“I have said that I want to coach for as 
long as possible. Although I am pushing the 
retirement age I don’t want to retire 
because I feel I have still got a lot to offer 
the game and am fit enough to do catching 
and fielding in practice, so it’s wait and see 
what Kent want to do, really.” 

The former fast bowler has enough experi¬ 
ence since retiring from playing in 1982 hav¬ 
ing been bowling coach at Essex, two spells 
at Surrey and occasionally for England. 

He believes that Kent’s mix of youth 
and experience in the bowling attack will 
provide enough variety to help the team get 
out of Division Two of the County 
Championship. 

“There is some experience and there’s a 
couple of youngsters coming through, so 
hopefully we can work with them and they 
will come through to take over from the oth¬ 
ers who will be getting on a bit,” he said. “It 
has been a bit of a nightmare and unfortu¬ 
nate at the start of the season going into the 


first game and the first one-dayer bowling a 
bit below par, but hopefully the injuries will 
clear up and we’ll get a decent crop coming 
through and we’ll start winning games.” 

Kent’s problems with extras last season, 
particularly no-balls, is something Arnold 
has been working on trying to eradicate 
during pre-season. 

He says he can help improve this given 
the time in training, but added it is up to the 
bowlers themselves to make the necessary 
adjustments in the heat of battle. 

He said: “It is something we have been 
looking at, but I have said to the players that 
during practice you can cure it, which we 
often do, but then when they get out there in 
the field of battle and they get hit for four, 
often you will want to put a bit more into it 
and will stretch that little bit more. 

“I always believe it’s a self-discipline 
thing, you have got to hit a mark but some 
bowlers don’t do that and then wonder why 
they get hit for runs.” 


England chance 
at last for Key

Kent chairman George Kennedy exclu¬ 
sively broke the news to our website ahead 
of the official announcement on Friday. 

He said: “Rob Key has been named in 
England’s side for the World Twenty20, 
and while that’s great news for him it 
comes as a doubled-edged sword. We will 
now have to look for an opening batter to 
replace him while he is away.” 

The Kent chairman said the club’s com¬ 
mittee would sit down after Monday’s visit 
of Scotland in the Friends Provident 
Trophy to discuss who will be brought in. 

Key’s team-mate, Joe Denly, has been 
omitted from the provisional 30-man squad. 

England’s first game is against the 
Netherlands at Lord’s on Friday, June 5.

Baton mix-up p art of the 
learning curve for sprinter

ONLY a medal at the 2009 World 
Athletics Championships will 
erase the memory of a bitter¬ 
sweet Beijing Olympics for Kent 
sprinter Montell Douglas. 

The Bromley-bom athlete is gearing up for 
the 2009 season and admitted although last 
year was her most successful, the Olympic 
relay final mix-up still haunts her. 

For Douglas, last season will live long in 
her memory as one tinged with disappoint¬ 
ment. The athlete turned heads by break¬ 
ing the women’s British 100m sprint record 
on the eve of the Games, which had stood 
for 27 years. 


The success went some way to earning her 
to a shock call-up to the Great Britain 
Beijing Olympic squad. 

In what should have been the highlight of 
the 23-year-old’s athletics career, the experi¬ 
ence was overshadowed by an error in the 
4x100m relay final in front of a worldwide 
audience at the Birds Nest Stadium. 

A mix-up between Douglas, running the 
second leg of the final, and Emily Freeman 
at the change over point, saw Great Britain 
disqualified as they failed to complete the 
baton hand over. 

Even though eight months have passed 
since the incident, Douglas is eager to ban¬ 
ish the Beijing disappointment by perform¬ 
ing at the World Athletics Championships 
in Berlin in August. 

She said: “The relay final was one of those 
things. Teams in the past have dropped the 


Olympic team sign up to 
train at Medway complex 


BARBADOS have become the first asso¬ 
ciation to sign an agreement to use the 
comity’s sports facilities for a training 
camp ahead of London 2012.

baton both in the men’s and women’s race. 

“It was a massive missed opportunity for 
myself and the team. I think the only thing 
that would eclipse the disappointment 
would be to come back with a World 
Championship medal. 

“It was a long and gruelling season and it 
took a long time to recover. I remember after 
the Olympics it was difficult as I kept picking 
up injuries, but I had a long break. I believe I 
have fully recovered. 

“Last season was possibly my greatest so 
far. The Olympics was something unlike any 
other event I have competed in. It can be so 
easy to become overwhelmed by it all, but I 


think I dealt with it and I am stronger for it.” 

This summer will be Douglas’s second 
appearance at the World Championships. She 
made her debut in Osaka, Japan, in 2007. 

She only reached the quarter-final stage in 
the individual 100m sprint competition, but 
was part of the Great Britain team that fin¬ 
ished fourth in the 4x100m final. 

After the disappointment in Beijing, 
Douglas believes the team are in a better 
position to come home with a medal this year. 

The Kent sprinter spent last month warm- 
weather training in San Diego in America 
and intends to begin her competitive season 
in June. 


Gills seek play-off perfection 


GILLINGHAM will put their perfect record 
in the play-off semi-finals on the line next 
week as they go in search of a first appear¬ 
ance at the new Wembley. 

After completing their League Two season 
at Rochdale yesterday, manager Mark 
Stimson and his side face the biggest games 
of their careers. The aggregate winners from 
the two legs held on Thursday and a week 
today will progress to Wembley to play for 
promotion to League One. 

Gills will have history on their side next 
week. On the three previous seasons the 
Kent side have reached the play-offs they 
have always progressed to the final. 

For Andy Hessenthaler, who played and 
scored in both the 1999 and 2000 semi-finals, 
the ties were among the highlights of his career. 

“They’re like cup finals and tremendous 


games to be involved in,” he said. “I remem¬ 
ber both semi-finals really well. The first one 
against Preston I got the winner and it was 
very emotional. 

“It’s pretty open this year, I wouldn’t say 
there was a clear favourite. I’ll be keeping my 
fingers crossed we can get to Wembley.” 

Gills were one of the first beneficiaries from 
the play-off system, which was introduced for 
the 1986-87 campaign. That year they beat 
Sunderland over two legs, with Tony 
Cascarino scoring five times as Gills edged 
through 6-6 after extra time on away goals. 

The 1999 campaign saw Gills scrape past 
Preston and a year later they were 3-1 down 
away to Stoke before Hessenthaler’s late 
goal. More drama followed at Priestfield four 
days later as Gills won 3-0, setting up a 
famous victory against Wigan in the final.

door open for Kent 
return after short 
s pell at St Lawrence

KENTS new overseas fast bowler 
Wayne Parnell has revealed he 
hopes to return to the county after 
playing in the World Twenty20 
with South Africa. 

The South African international is expect¬ 
ed to be named in the Proteas’ side for the 
Twenty20 competition in England that 
begins on June 1, with his six-week contract 
at St Lawrence due to end on May 21. 

The World Twenty20 ends with the show¬ 
piece final at Lord’s on June 21 which, if 
agreed, would leave Parnell with a window 
to rejoin the county for the final three 
months of the season. 

The 19-year-old left-arm fast bowler, nick¬ 
named the Pigeon, who took 4-79 and scored 
a brisk 69 in Kent’s first innings in the 
County Championship against Essex, told 
Kent on Sunday he would be happy to 
return to St Lawrence later in the summer. 

“I am supposed to leave on May 21 as I’m 
hoping to make the South Africa World T20 
squad later on, so it will give me a few days 
before that starts,” he said. 

Good set-up 

“After that I will reassess where I am. If I 
do well there is a possibility I will return, 
but we will have to see. It’s a good set-up at 
Kent with a good bunch of guys and a good 
mixture of young and experienced players, 
so hopefully I can do well.” 

Kent chairman, George Kennedy, told KoS 
that signing Parnell after the World 
Twenty20 is over was something the county 
are looking into. 

However, Rob Key’s inclusion in the 
England’s squad for the competition means 
Kent may have to find an overseas opening 
batsman to fill in, but Kennedy hopes 
Parnell could return, potentially as a 
Kolpak player.

“It’s certainly in the pipeline,” he said. “The 
only problem is if we bring in another over¬ 
seas player once he has gone, and we are 
looking into that for more than one reason. 

“If he did come back it could be as a 
Kolpak player, but these things are becom¬ 
ing more complex. On the evidence of one 
game though, he is the kind of player we 
want at the club.” 

Having been watched by Kent’s exiled 
director of cricket, Graham Ford, Parnell 
was approached by the county with a propo¬ 
sition to join for an initial six-week stint. 

The young quick bowler, who made his 
One-Day International debut in Australia 
in January, jumped at the chance to play 
county cricket as a way of preparing for 
this summer’s Twenty20 tournament. 

He said: “During the third One-Day 
International against Australia in South 
Africa, the club contacted my agent and he 
phoned me after the game telling me that 
Kent were interested because Stuart Clark 
had been recalled by the Aussies. 


“With the World T20 being in England it 
will hopefully give me experience of bowling 
on these types of wickets. 

“I have got to get used to English condi¬ 
tions and the English ball.” 

Parnell, who plays for Warriors in South 
Africa, is likely to be a valuable asset to 
Kent’s bowling attack, particularly with his 
ability to swing the ball both ways. 

Also an explosive lower order batsman, the 
future looks bright for the young player. 

He said: “I have worked really hard on 
my variations with Ashwell Prince and 
Robin Peterson, who have been helping me. 

“Towards the end of the season in South 
Africa I managed to work on the one that 
goes away from the right-hander. 

“I have gone away and worked hard and 
it’s something I can use to my advantage 
while over here. 

“It’s important to not get carried away, it’s 
about keeping it simple.”

Million reasons for Gills to win the play-offs 


GILLINGHAM could scoop a cool £1 million if 
they achieve promotion with a victory at 
Wembley Stadium, writes David Pritchard. 

The club face their most important games 
in years next week with a substantial finan¬ 
cial windfall at stake on top of a prospective 
trip to the national stadium. 

While Mark Stimson’s side are focused on 
success in the play-offs to make amends for 
relegation last season, victory would also 
significantly boost the club’s bank balance. 

Gills would scoop an estimated £500,000 by 
winning the two-legged tie, which begins on 
Thursday and concludes next Sunday. 

With all the added revenue from playing in 
a division above next season, victory in the 
final at Wembley would be worth well over £1 
million. 

Mark Jones, the club’s chief executive, told 
Kent on Sunday he would have preferred the 
security of automatic promotion, but agreed 
the play-offs were a more lucrative route.

“We could generate half a million pounds if 
we went to Wembley,” he said. “I would rather 
take being in League One now, it would gen¬ 


erate much more money for the club in terms 
of bigger gates, more television revenue and 
sponsorship. 

“But if you could guarantee we would go up 
through the play-offs then I would take that 
every time.” 

An 11,000 sell-out is predicted for the 
Priestfield leg of the semi-final, with both legs 
screened live on television. 

If Gills were to contest the final it would net 
them around twice what they earned from 
their FA Cup campaign, which culminated in 
a televised third-round tie against Aston Villa 
in January. 

Even a defeat for Gillingham in the semi¬ 
finals would see them net about £100,000 
from the games. 

The unexpected money is a timely bonus 
for the club, which announced losses of £1.2 
million for the year ending last October. The 
accounts also revealed debts in excess of 
£3.5 million.
